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INTRODUCTION. 



The author of the following Diary, Richard Symonds, 
was descended, as will be seen on reference to the 
accompanying pedigree, from a respectable gentleman's 
family, sometime seated at a mansion called the Poole, in 
the parish of Great Yeldham, in the county of Essex. 
He was himself, however, a native of the parish of Black 
Notley, in the same county, where his father had acquired 
a small property in right of his wife. 

At the outbreak of the great Civil War, between Charles 
and the Parliament, our author joined the royal standard; 
while his cousin, of the elder branch, and of the same 
name, took the opposite side, and fell in the cause of his 
country at the crowning fight of Naseby. The royalist 
was, as he tells us, in the troop of horse commanded by 
Lord Bernard Stuart, a younger son of the Duke of 
Lenox, and during the various operations in which they 
were engaged he seems never, in his leisure moments, to 
have lost sight of his ruling passion, the love of topo- 
graphy, with its handmaids genealogy and heraldry; 
and, on all occasions, to have had his note-book in his 
pocket to jot down, from time to time, whatever, in 
churches or in country mansions, might elucidate his 
favourite pursuit. We are indebted to him, then a very 
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young man, for many a family record which time, neglect, 
and Vandalism have since swept away ; and, if his narra- 
tive is not always lively, and attractive to the general 
reader, it is valuable as aflEbrding corroborative testimony 
to the truth of other publications of that period. 

The manuscript labours which he has left to us are, 
in the first place, the three small volumes in the Har- 
leian collection which form the contents of the present 
article, together with the volume preserved among the 
Additional MSS., completing the set, and which latter 
was purchased at Mr. John Bohn the bookseller's 
sale in 1847, by Sir Frederic Madden, for the Trustees 
of the Museum. It had been supposed that one or 
more volumes still remained in private hands ; but this 
point is cleared up, first, by the dates of the seve- 
ral volumes, and, secondly, and conclusively, by the 
fact that Symonds, on leaving England, consigned his 
books and various boxes to the custody of his sister, and 
among the contents of one of the latter we find that he 
makes mention of "4 bookes of marches bound in leather." 

The other manuscript volumes of Symonds are : — 

Harl. MS. 964 : 

Notes of Monuments, &c. Oxford, Dec. 1643 to April 
1644. 

These, though not distinctly included in the Diary, 
are, nevertheless, virtually a portion of it, inasmuch as 
the dates show that they were made during the leisure 
hours of his winter quarters. 
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Harl. MS. 966 : 

Similar Notes taken in Oxfordshire and Berkshire 
Churches, and in Worcester Cathedral, 1644. 

The same observation applies to this volume, although, 
in a note at page 3 of the text, the Editor has, somewhat 
hastily, hazarded a different opinion. 

Harl. MS. 943 : 

This is a Memorandum Book, containing notes made 
during his journey from Calais to Paris, and whilst resi- 
dent there, and then to Italy, and at Rome, from January 
1648-9 to 1651. It contains, at the beginning, some 
family memoranda^ a copy of his father's will, together 
with lists of his books and boxes at Black Notley and 
elsewhere, &c. 

Harl. MS. 1278 : 

Notes of Churches and Pablic Buildings at Paris, dated 
1649. 

Harl. MS. 924 : 

Notes of Churches, &c. at Rome. 

Additional MS. 17,919: 

Notes of Churches, Pictures, &c. at Rome, dated 1649 
and 1650. 

This was formerly in Dr. Mead's library, and pur- 
chased of Rodd, the bookseller, in 1841. 

Egerton MS. 1635 : 

Notes of Pictures, &c. at Rome, 1651. Purchased, 
with the next, at Sotheby's auction rooms in 1863. 
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Egerton MS. 1636 : 

Secrets in painting leaxnt at Rome in 1650 and 1662, 
together with notes of ** certain old paintings I have 
seen in London since my return from Italy." 

All the above MSS. are extremely curious, and it is to 
be hoped will some day see the light in a legible form, 
under the auspices of the Camden Society, and with the 
assistance of some gentleman whose knowledge of art 
may enable him to do that justice to the subject, which 
the present Editor's incompetency would deter him from 
undertaking. 

Harl. MS. 991 : 

Collections of Anecdotes and Memoranda relating to 
different contemporaneous individuals, extending to 1660, 

These were partly printed in the Gentleman's Maga- 
zine, vol. Ixvi. p. 466, and vol. Ixxxvi. p. 498. The 
latter records the story of Cromwell lifting up the lid 
of Charles's cofflbi and gazing on his body. 

Harl. MS. 986 : 

" The Ensignes of y® regiments of y® Citty of London, 
both of trayned bands and auxiliaries; together with the 
nearest number of their trayned soldiers, taken as they 
marched into Einsbury feilds, being their last generall 
muster. Tuesday, Septemb. 26, 1643. Anno pestiferaB 
rebellionis." 

To this he has added some musters of the King's army 
on various occasions. 

Besides the foregoing, there are three volumes of* Col- 
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lections for the County of Essex, now in the library of 
the College of Arms, to which they were presented in 
1710 by Gregory King, then Rouge Dragon Pursuivant 
of Arms, and who appears, by a note in one of the 
volumes, to have become the possessor of them in 1685. 
These now form, as we have said, three volumes, but 
Symonds speaks of them in the Harl. MS. 963, as " my 
two volumes, bound up, of Essex Visitations." Morant 
obtained extensive materials from them for his History 
of Essex. The dates of his joumeyings in his njitive 
county are given in the volumes themselves, and show 
at how early an age he was imbued with archaeological 
ardour ; a feeling shared and indulged in by the Editor, 
in his own native county, at the same age, but, unhap- 
pily, without the same profitable results. As a prelude 
to his own pedigree, under Great Teldham, we have a 
rather ludicrous endeavour to trace the derivation of 
the name of Symonds, and to exalt its origin, by nume- 
rous fanciful and fantastic quotations, beginning with 
" Simonides the poet," and ending in " one Richard 
Simon, a subtil priest who lived in Oxford," and " had to 
his pupil the baker's son Lambert Simnel." A reference 
to Camden might have relieved him firom all these ab- 
struse investigations by the information that it was 
merely transformed into a surname by the simple addi- 
tion of a letter to the baptismal name of Simon. 

Reverting to the Diary, the Editor would observe 
that it has been frequently referred to by County histo- 
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rians, and, in some instances, partially transcribed. 
Copious extracts will be found in Parry's Royal Visits 
to Wales, and in Shaw's Staffordshire. It is also quoted 
in Hutchins's Dorsetshire, Nichols's Leicestershire, and by 
Lysons, &c.; and in Walpole's Anecdotes of Painters there 
are frequent allusions to Symonds, as well as a note in- 
specting the author and his manuscripts, but accompanied 
by the error that he was " born at Okehampton," whereas 
he tells us, in his pedigree, that he was baptised, and there- 
fore no doubt bom, at Black Notley. We may, however, 
notice that he has himself committed a palpable blunder 
in the same pedigree, viz. by stating that his father died 
in " 1627." The Register of Black Notley teUs us that 
he was buried there, Dec. 9, 1636, and the date of his wiU, 
as transcribed by Symonds, in MS. 943, is Oct. 12 of the 
same year. It may be remarked that, in close proximity 
to his own name in the family pedigree, we find the im- 
pression, in red wax, of an admirably engraved head in 
profile. Its identity is certainly incapable of direct 
proof, but there is every reason to believe that it is the 
portrait of Symonds himself, and that the artist was, in 
all probability, Simon, whose works of the period are 
well known. 

The Editor has to lament his inability to show what 
became of Symonds after his return to England. We 
can trace him down to 1660, when he was forty-three 
years of age. The family pedigree, which he entered in 
his Essex collections, has the usual mark of m'arriage 
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appended to his name, but evidently only meant to be 
indicative of the possibility of such an eyent. It can 
hardly be supposed that he had parted with these manu- 
scripts during his life, and we know that they were in 
other hands in 1685. The calendars of the Prerogative 
OflBlce have been searched without success, and the Will 
OflSlce at Chelmsford has been as fruitlessly examined. 
A further attempt was made to find a list of the Cursitors 
at the Petty Bag Office, yet, as far as he was personally 
concerned, to no purpose. The will of his uncle, Richard 
Symonds, dated June 1, 1663, and proved in the Arch- 
deaconry Court of Middlesex, January 11, 1680, is at 
Chelmsford ; and it appears that Anne, the sister of the 
author, and to whose care, when he left Ei^land, he had 
consigned his personal eflfects, was then alive and mar- 
ried. She is thus spoken of, " Anne, the daughter of 
my brother Edward, and wife of Mr. Wright." The 
Wrights were an Essex family of some repute, and a 
branch was seated at White Notley ; but Morant, who 
nf^ntions them frequently, makes no allusion to this 
marriage. 

The will of Samuel, the nephew of Richard, a clergy- 
man of Colne Engaine, proved in 1667, and also that of 
John Symonds, of Great Yeldham, brother of Samuel, 
proved in 1693, both in the Prerogative Office, have 
been examined; but, with the exception of a cousin, 
William Symonds, living at Ipsjyich, in New England, 
n 1693, doubtless a son or grandson of the Samuel who 
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emigrated there, and a Mr. Thomas Symonds of Famham 
living in 1663, no collaterals of the name are mentioned. 

The house in which Symonds and his father had lived 
at Black Notley is that now known as " the Buck." Its 
ancient name was Plumtrees, and it is so called by 
Symonds in his memoranda (Harl. MS. 943). It is now 
a farm-house, with but a very small portion of the old 
mansion still standing; yet part of the garden wall, 
.and a very aged cypress tree, attest the existence, at 
one time, of a place of greater pretension. A reference 
to Morant's Essex, will show (vol. ii. p. 124) that 
this property came, subsequently, into the Carter family, 
and it further appears, that the Carters were related to 
Symonds, being descended from Elizabeth Wolmer, the 
sister of John Symonds, of Great Yeldham, before- 
mentioned. This gentleman was a man of distinguished 
philanthropy, and his funeral sermon was preached by 
the Rev. John Brooke, the then incumbent of Great 
Yeldham, on the 24th of February, 1692. It was after- 
wards printed, with a dedication to Jane, the wido^, 
who was the testator's second wife, a daughter of Sir 
Robert Burgoyne, of Sutton, in Bedfordshire. 

Sir Edw. Bysshe's Visitation of Essex in the College of 
Arms, begun in 1664 and finished in 1668, has no entry 
of Symonds. In C. 21, f. 113, Coll. Arm., the Visitation 
of 1634, there is a short pedigree entered, when Richard 
Symonds of Lincoln's Inn, brother of John Symonds of 
Great Yeldham, who attested it, seems to have adopted 
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the whimsical signature of "Fitz Symonds," as he also 
did when signing his will in 1663, 

The Editor must here take the opportunity of re- 
turning his sincere thanks to the Rev. T. Overton, the 
Rector of Black Notley, and to Mr. A. 0. Veley, of 
Braintree, the Registrar of Wills, for the kind manner jn 
which they have met • and seconded his endeavours to 
trace out the latter part of his author's career. Such 
instances of courtesy and disinterestedness, especially 
towards a perfect stranger, are most gratifying to the 
literary inquirer, and when we find persons not only ready 
to waive their legitimate profits, hut taking an interest 
in the research, some acknowledgment beyond the barren 
thanks in a private letter seems justly due. The Editor 
must also record his obligations to Mr. H. W. Holden of 
the Petty Bag Office, by whose exertions a box of old 
Gursitor deeds was discovered and examined. 

As far as the incidents of the great struggle, on which 
tlie liberties of his country depended, came under his ob- 
servation, our author is entitled to the credit of strict accu- 
racy. His dates agree with those in the Iter Carolinnnij 
and his narrative accords with . Sir Edward Walker's 
printed account. If the details of some actions, especially 
that of Naseby, are somewhat meagre, there are others, 
such as that of the second battle of Newbury, where a 
much more minute and interesting description is afforded. 

It was, at first, the wish and intention of the Editor to 
have given fiu: more copious topographical and genealo- 
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gical notes in the way of illustration, but the time required 
for such a purpose, and the reluctance to attempt such a 
task without, in numerous instances, a personal visit to 
the diflferent localities, rendered, this an impossibility, 
imless the publication had been postponed to an indefinite 
period. The diary is therefore oflfered in its crude form, 
with only, here and there, an effort at elucidation, when 
the Editor happened to be aware of any fact bearing upon 
the point at issue. It may further be observed that all 
the very numerous shields of arms recorded in the MS. 
are what is technically called "tricked" by Symonds, 
thus necessitating a description of the bearings, and 
involving much labour and delay in the transcript. 

The Editor cannot conclude these few prefatory remarks 
without tendering his thanks to Sir Frederic Madden 
and his colleagues in the Manuscript department of the 
Museum, for their very kind assistance in deciphering 
the occasionally minute and perplexing penmanship of 
the author ; as also to Sir Charles George Young (Garter), 
and the Members of the College of Arms, for the liberal 
manner in which the MS. collections in thdr library 
have on this, as on all other occasions, been placed at his 
disposal.

The unfortunate Battaile of Alresfoede in the Coun- 
tie of Southt. was fought on Friday, 29th of March, 
1644. 

The King marched out of Oxford Aprill the tenth 1644, being 
Tuesday. That night he lay at Childerley [Childrcy,] an an- 
cient howse, now the Lady Fetyplas^ lives in it, com. Berks. Divers 
ancient matches of that family in the hall windowes and the chap- 
peL His troope quartered at Wantage, two myles nearer Oxford ^ 
and twelve myles from Oxford. Lord Bernard ® lay at Sir George 
Wilmott's^ howse neare Wantage. Vide Wantage Church, alibi.^ 

Wednesday, the King's army appeared at the rendesvouz neare 
Awborne, five myles short of Marlborowe. The King lay that 
night at Marlborough, the howse of the Lord Seymor's. 

The troope quartered at Ogborne, a myle from thence. Lord 
Bernard lay at Mr. Goddard's, a man of four or 500^» per ann. A 
small village. Thursday the King dyned at an inne in Wantage, 
and came that night to Oxford. 

Aprill 17, 1644. Being Wednesday in the aftemoone, the Queene 
marched to Abingdon from Oxford, lay there that night, and the 
next morning went on to Lambome, so for BristoU. 

The King's troope attending of her that night, and carryed her

On Friday the 17th the King marched with his whole army from 
the Leager neare Reading, through Inglefield, where in the church

Enolefield. "This old in the North W. Church." 

"This coate in this forme South side of . . . " Here is sketched a quaintly- 
shaped shield or tabard bearing. Sable, six martlets 3, 2, and 1, or.

" This in the same North window aforesaid." Enolefield. 

This quartering is in the East window of the North yle of the chancel.' 
A shield, bearing, Quarterly, 1 and 4, Enolefield ; 2 and 3, Sable, a 
fess between six martlets, three and three, or, [Rossbll.] Crest On a 
wreath, a double-headed eagle displayed per pale gules and azure. 
Orate* pro wa . . . . Inglefeld, &c. 1514 or thereabouts, as I remember." 

Divers other coates of armes, but time would not suffer me to take 
them. 

Under the south wall of the south yle of the church, under an 
arch, lyes the portrait of a man in compleate armor, cros.se-leggd,

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his shield on his arme. The coate of Inglefeild had beene fairely 
painted on his breast 

Upon a flatt stone neare the south dore of the church, the effigies 
of a man in brasse, and an inscription; thus as I can remember: — 
Orate . . . Englefeild, armigeri, qui obiit . . . M.Y*'. 

Betweene the chappel and the north yie aforesaid, stands a faire 
tombe of blew marble, arched at the east end, inlayed in brasse; the 
statues of a knight kneeling. Upon his surcoate, his armes and 
match. On hers, her armes, and the coat of Inglefeild, and his 
match between them in brasse too.* The inscription was faire, and 
was for a knight of the name. 1500, &c. 

In the aforesaid east window, north yle, and written under. 

Quarterly, Englsfield and Rossell, impaling, Gules, on a chevron argent 
three bars gemels sable, Thbockmobton. 

Three or four flat stones of the same family. One new faire 
erected monument against the north wall of the said yle; 

A shield noted as '^ with several quarterings,** but none given, impaling, on 
a bend cotised, three lions passant, Bbowhe. 

This family lived ever in man's remembrance till Queen Elizabeth's 
dayes. He was accused and dyed for treason.^ 

The manor howse is neare the church, a lofty and faire seate; and 
a faire parke well wooded neare it, belonging to it.

From Inglefeild the King and the army marched by Bradley, in 
the same county. 

Where, neare the church, and by the roade, is a faire large and 
antique manor howse, now the seate of Captaine Stafford, a young

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gent.* The hall, parlor, &c. were adorned with severall matches of 
that family.

From thence to Compton, which is the beginning of the Downes 
in the way from Eeading to Wantage. Here, on the top of the 
plajme hills, was the rendesvouz of the whole array that Satterday. 
The King returned home to Oxford that night. 

Sound about the King's chessboard this verse: — 

Subditus et Princeps istis sine sanguine certent. 1643. 

Mimday, the 27 of May, the rebels possessed themselves of 
Abbingdon. 

Tuesday they faced at Cumner and Ilsley (Iffley), a myle from 
Oxford. 

Wednesday the 29. We scouted beyond Cumner, and mett with 
some of them ; none hurt of either side. Thursday, a great body of 
foote of them appeared upon Ballington greene; some bodyes of 
theire horse and many of their scoutes appeared on the hill, neare 
neare the citty of Oxford on the east side. Divers of us went out and 
mett them, singly. One Captayne Bennet of ours slayne. 

Friday 31. The King went out of Oxford at the north gate 
to Wolvercote. The Lord B[ernard] and the King's troope went 
neare the Mill at Islep, where our army kept them from coming 
over. That day. Sir Jacob Ashley kept them off. And the next, 
and on Sunday, with losse of six or little more men too. 

Sunday 2 June. At one of the clocke in the aftemoohe, the 
King, accompanied with his troope, &o. went to Woodstock and 
killed two bucks, and supt there. 

• This was probably Edward Stafford, son of Sir Edward Stafford, knt. by Maiy, 
daughter of Sir William Fonter, of Aldermaston, co. Berks, knight.

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Newes came at ten of the clock at night, that Waller was at 
New bridge, with all his force, consisting of 10,000, and that 150 
horse were on Oxfordshire side, come over. 

Wee marched towards 0.; lay in the feild by the way. Our 
soldjers hung lighted matches at the mill and bridge neare Islip 
to cheate Essex, and so fairely left the place, the enemy shoot- 
ing many times that night at the matches in vayne. Wee came 
safe to 0. that Munday morning, brought all the King's army 
safe to Oxford; and that day, many of our foot and horse went 
towards Abingdon, with our cannon and cariages, which made 
Waller hast from Newbridge to Abingdon. At nine of the clock 
that night, the King with all his army lay in the feild at Wolver- 
cote, marched without a cannon between New bridge and Wood- 
stock, and left Witney on the left hand; so to Burford, along stree 
and one church, where the King's troope refreshed themselves at 
Mr. William Lenthall's howse in that towne,' and that night 
marched to Morton-super-aquas. 

Wednesday 5 of June. The King and all his army marched over 
Cotswold downes and Brodway hills, and came to Evesham, his 
owne garrison, where young Colonel Knotsforth was governour; 
which was the first night's rest of our army. 

Thursday morning the bridge was pulled up, and Knotsford 
commanded to stay till he saw the enemy, of whom wee heard (by 
one of their captaynes who was taken scowting that morning neare 
Brodway) that Waller was at Brodway with all his army. Evesham 
being slighted. 

The King marched with all his army to Worcester that night, 
being twelve myles the worst way. A woody and durty country. 

Pershore bridge was pulld downe by our forces, because Waller 
should not follow, and forty of our men lost The bridge fell from 
under them into the river. 

This Knotsworth was knighted at Buckingham.

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Sir James Hamilton, about May 1643, raysed three regiments. 
One of horse of 400 or thereabout, one of ffoote neare 1 ,000, one of 
dragoons, all at the charges of the county. These captaynes were 
under him of this county:

All these and his regiment were cutt oiF and taken prisoners about 
or neare the Devizes.

Regiment of dragoons not perfected. Captain Thomas Symonds, 
of Clayncs, in this county, nephew to Mr. William S. of Wor- 
cester. 

Colonel Sandys gave up his regiment of ffoot to Knotsworth, who 
was now Governor of Evesham, of the county of Warwick, about 
Aprlll 1644, when Prince Supert was here. 

Sir William Russel, of Strensliam in this county, raysed, not long 
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after, one regiment of horse consisting of about 300, now in being 
about this citty. 

One regiment of ffoot consisting of about 700, about 300 still, 
ther rest gone for want of pay. 

Colonel Sandys, younger brother to Sandys which was killed here 
on the rebells side, raysed a regiment of horse in this county. 

The citty of Wigobn. at this present, 3 June, 1644, is thus 
governed and defended : — 

The govemour. Sir Gilbert Gerard, hath a regiment of foot. 
Leiftenant-Colonel (blank). Major Bishop, Captain Gerard, and one 
regiment of horse. 

Colonel Martin Sandys, unckle to Mr. Samuel Sandys, hath a 
regiment of foot of the townesmen, consisting of about 800. 

He was knighted a^the palace in Worcester June 12, 1644. 

The mayor of Worcester was knighted 12 of June, 1644. 

Munday the 10 of June, the Lord Wilmott with his horse went 
from Worcester on that side of Seveme next Hereford, so to 
Bewdley, and relieved the Castle of Dudley, which was beseiged 
by the Earle of Dei^bigte : tooke some prisoners. 

Wednesday the 12 of June, 1644, his Majestic marched out of 
Worcester on that side of the Seveme next Hereford, by the parish 
of (blank) where is a park where Sir Walter Devereux lives, two myle 
on the right hand the way from Worcester. Then by Shrawley, a 
parish. At last to Bewdley, ten myles from Worcester, where 
the King lay that night at the manor of Tickney, on the top of 
the hill nere the towne, a howse belonging to the Prince of Wales, 
now farmed out to Sir Ealph Clare. A fine hilly parke about the 
howse. 

The church is a myle from the towne. In the towne is onely a 
chappel of ease. Two myles from Kidermister. 

This is an inclosed county, small pastures and corne feilds, a 
narrow way, most part of it stony; thequarrie of stone of a brickish 
colour. 
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In the chappel of ease at Bewdlet, called St. Ann*8 Chappel. 
In the east window of the chancel : 

Gyronny of twelve argent and gules. 
These armes, of the towne of Bewdley, are depicted on the wall, 
east end : 

Argent, a barrel or, enfiled by an anchor erect azure, on the dexter side a 
sword, erect, of the last, on the sinister side a rose slipped proper. 

The towne of Bewdley is governed with a bayliffe and a justice; 
he that is bayliffe this yeare is justice the next. Chosen out of 
twelve aldermen. Two bridgwardens. 

The onely manufacture of this towne is making of capps called 
Monmouth capps. Knitted by poore people for 2d, a piece, ordi- 
nary ones sold for ijs., 3s., 48. First they are knitt, then they mill 
them, then block them, then they worke them withe tasells, then 
they sheere them. 

A grotto cut out of the quarry of stone within this parke towards 
the Seveme. 

Satterday morning the King &c. with his whole army marched 
back to Worcester. 

Sunday, after sermon in the forenoone ended, in the Cathedral at 
Worcester, his Majestic about xii. of the clock left Worcester and lay 
that night at Brodway, com. Gloucester [Worcester], going througli 
Evesholme. His Majestic lay that night at Mr, Savage his howse 
there at Brodway.

Oxon. being seven myles 
further, where his Majestic lay that Munday night at the George 
Inn in Burford. Where wee heard that the rebel Essex and his 
army followed the King when he jSrst left Oxford, and on Thursday 
6th of June lay in this towne, two or three nights, and then marched 
into the West to releive Lyme. Waller came hither too, but onely 
passed through, and so to Stowe, and after as far as Kidermister 
after his Majestic. 

This night wee heard that Essex was then at Salisbury, Waller at 
(blank), following of his Majestic. 

Tuesday, after his Majestic had beene at church and heard the 
sermon, and dyned, he marched to Witney that night, five myles. 

There that night the foote which were left at Oxford came with 
the pikes and colours, for before there was none marched with the 
King this march, and (blank) trayne also.

That night the King lay at Blechingdon at Sir Thomas Coghill's 
new howse. His troope was quartered at Islip, five myles from 
Oxford, two myles nearer Blechingdon to Oxford. 

In the church of Islip, though large, is no armes in the windowes. 
A flat stone in the north yle [of the] chancel, of one Andrewes. 

A new small one in the chancel, of [Henry] Norris, Esq. with 
the armes of Norris : 

Quarterly, Argent and gules, a fess azure ; in the 2nd and 3rd quarters a 
fret or [Norrets].

A small brasse at the east end, with a coate and creast for Dr.

an map <ffiiOll ametiO, is painted on the wall. 
All the windows are done with crescents and escallops. 
Never were any windows more broken, in May, 1644, by the 
rebels of Northampton. 

North yle were many coates, but all broken. 

"Gone;** impaling, Argent, three wolf*d heads erased gules, within a 

bordure azure, charged with covered cups or. 
[? Argent] on a bend gules three martlets argent, impaling, Ermine, on 

a bend or, three chevronels gules. 

Fowler built this yle. 

South window south yle, these very old : 

Argent, on a fess, between three martlets gules, three fleurs-de-lis or. 

Gules, three lions passant argent. 

Blank [but ? same as the first, being marked ** 1 **]. 

A poore towne, one church, Sir Alexander Denton* is lord of it» 
who lives at Hilsdon, two myles off. Parsonage his, was worth 
1,OOOZ. per annum; vicaridge lOL per annum. 

The baylifFe and the aldermen mett the King at the townes end, 

* He died in 1644-5, having married one of the Hampdens of Hartwell, distantly re- 
lated to the great Parliamentarian. 
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and there the baylifFe made a speech to his majestie. And on Sun- 
day morning went before the King to church. 

Toward the north of this towne, half a myle off on the top of the 
hill, stands a village called Maides Mobton, co. Buck, 

This shield is twice in old glasse in the south and north window 
of this church : 

Afgent, on a chevron gules three fleurs-de-lis or [Pbyvkb]. 

In the church lyes a flat stone, with the former shield twice still 
upon it. The inscription and the pictures of two women, bothstolne. 

Two more flat stones in the chancel with the statues of women 
both gone and the inscriptions also. 

Over the north doore [of the] church, is the former shield painted 
on the wall, with this under it : 

** Sisters and maids, daughters of 7* Lord Fever, y^ hon^ founders and be- 
nefactors of this church." • 

Over against this, on the north wall, is the same coate painted, 
and under written, Pever. 

The inhabitants shew the feild next the church where the howse 
was where these virgin sisters lived. 

This church belongs to Alsowles in Oxford. 

H1L8DSK, CO. Buck. The manor howse neare this faire and neate 
church is Sir Alexander Denton's, and by him made a garrison 
in winter 1643. 

Taken by the rebels and burnt. The church windowes spoiled. 

An altar-tombe at the east end of the chancel next the north 
wall, divers matches of the family of Denton: 

Argent, two bars gules, in chief three cinquefoils sable [Denton, with an 
impalement left blank]. 

The statues of a man and woman which laye on the top of this 
tombe are broken and throwne downe there by the rebels. 

Upon the north wall north 'yle of the chancel is a monument of

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playne stone, with the quarterings of Denton, and inscribed ; some 
of it I remember : 

Here Ijeth Alex. Denton, son of Thomas Denton, Esq., by Ann [? Mary] 
his wife, daughter of [Roger] Martyn, Knight, who dyed A"D. 157[4]. 

This parish is two myles from Buckingham, southward. 
Wednesday, 26 June. The King and the army marched from 
Buckingham to Brackley. His majestic lay there that night. 
Before you come to Brackley, is a large greene or downe called 
Bayards Greene, where often is horse-raceing, six myle long.* 

The troope lay at Turson in Buck, alias Tary Weston, [Turweston] 
forty-five myles from Northampton. Thursday morning, wee marched 
to {blank) where the King lay. The troop lay at Throp Mandevile, 
all at Captaine Eirton's, the manor howse, where are divers matches 
of that family: 

EisTON ; Argent, a fess and a chevron in chief gules. 
Friday, 28 June. From thence, wee marched towards Banbury, 
where, upon the hills at a faire howse of [Sir Anthony] Cope's, stood 
part of Waller's body. As wee feced the enemy on the windmill 
hill, and a comanded party of horse and foot, sent downe to make 
the passage good from beyond Banbury. (5tc orig,) 

The enemyes horse endeavoured to passe the river on the right 
hand of Banbury, but were repulsed; one Captayne Martin of horse 
killed, after he had charged twice, his men did not follow. Some 
Bcowting beyond Banbury that evening; little or no hurt on neither 
side. 

The King lay that night at a howse on the bottome of the hill 
neare Banbury. 

Satterday morning, June 29, 1644. Betweene three and four in 
the morning, our whole army of horse and foot stood at the bottome 
neare Banbury. Waller and his comrades facing of us on the top 
of the hills beyond the towne. About eight the King's whole army 
marched by the Windmill towards a towne. When all the King's 
foot, ordinance and cariages were passt the two passes over the

river, viz., (blank) nearest to Banbury, and another passe at the 
parish of (blank) 

A party of horse of the enemy came over the river and charged 
our reare of foot, about one or two of the clocke. The Lord 
Wilmott, who was behind them keeping of that passe next Banbury, 
fell upon them, and after divers skirmishes, horse against horse, 
some few of them killed, the enemy retreated, but ere they 
retreated the King's troope was drawne up by the Lord Bernard, 
very near the enemy. Whiles our troope faced them, newes came 
about four of the clocke that Sir William Boteler, a colonel 
of horse, and Sir William Gierke, another, [were] both killed at that 
passe next Banbury: the first by his owne trooper unfortunately, 
whome his comrades requited. Here was the Lord Wilmott shott in 
the arme, and small graze on his hand. Sergeant Major Panton killed 
of ours. 

One blew ensigne of foot taken. 

While our troope thus fiiced the enemy at the forthest passe, 
fourteen cannon shott was shott at us; some and most flew over us, 
some at last as much short. None of us hurt. 

Then came the King about five of the clock, and drew us off on the 
top of the hill, betweene the two passes, our foot and theires all the 
while shooting. 

. An ensigne taken at the farthest passe, and three prisoners by one 
foot man of Colonel Penniman's regiment. 

An ensign azure, on a canton a cross, issuing therefrom, towards fess 
point, a flame or ray of light wavy argent. 

But before all this, at the nearest passe, we took eleven peices of 
the enemyes cannon, and all there horse belonging to them. The 
prisoners taken severally told us that Sir William Waller was killed, 
but it proved a lye. 

The body of there horse and foot retreated up to the top of the 
hill ymediately after Lord Wilmot's horse had beate them from our 
reare; our horse and footstanding on the top of the hill, on (blank) 
side betweene the two passes. 
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At eight of the clock that night, the body of. the King's army 
faced the enemyes body on the hill just over the first passe. The 
enemye shooting 10 or more great peices, some of them fell neare 
the King. 

Sunday, 30 of June. The enemy lay in the same place that 
morning, as wee left him the night past. 

Afore nine, the King, &c. went to prayers in the feild, and, sermon 
ended, we saw part of the body of the enemy march away towards 
Warwickshire, about xj. of the clock. 

On Satterday before, 29 June, Mr. Robert Howard,* son to the 
Earle of Berks, and Leiftenant Colonel to his brother of horse, 
was knighted for his gallant service against the rebells [when] wee 
came over the passe. 

Thirty commanders and officers of the enemy this Friday taken, 
whereof one was Weemes, Generall of the Ordinance to Waller, a 
man obliged to the King for his bread and breeding; a Scott. 

This Satterday, at the first passe, one of Colonel Apleyard's 
ensignes tooke a guidon of dragoons of the enemy. 

A trumpet and banner taken by a Frenchman of horse, with this 
coate upon it: 

Argent, three snakes embowed vert. 

Lieut.-Colonel Hooper, of Dragoons, knighted (per mistake. 
Thelwel * did the service.) Sir Thomas Hooper. 

That Sunday morning, the rebells shott 30 peice of cannon at a 
body of horse of ours which lay on the side hill, but did no hurt. 

Nothing of any moment done all this day. 

A spy hanged. 

Munday morning, about four of the clock, his Majestie with all his 
army, drums beating, colors flying, and trumpets sounding, marched 
through Middleton Che3mey, from thence to Farmigo [Farthingho],

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where Sir Bowland Egerton hath a howse; from thence by Aynoe 
[Aynhoe] on the hill to [? Abberbury] where the Lord Wilmott 
hath a faire seat Here a trumpett of Waller came and exchanged 
60 and od prisoners of ours taken by them, which were all they 
tooke, wee having a hundred more. 

The King lay at Dedington. From Dedington the army marched 
Tuesday morning, by [Great Tew], where the Lord Viscount Falk- 
land hath a faire howse, com. Oxon. ; thence that night to Morton 
Henmarsh [on the Marsh], where his Majestic lay. 

From thence his Majestic with his whole army marched over the 
Cotswold hills, with colours flying &c., to Brodway; thence to 
Evesholme that night, where he lay. 

His troope were quartered at Fladbury. 

Fladbury church in com. Wigorn. 

This is a mother church to five or six hamlets. In the east 
window of the chancel the pictures, notwithstanding being broken 
about a fortnight before by Waller's men, these six following 
coates, very faire and old : 

Quarterly argent and gules, on the 2d and 8d quarters a fret or, over all 

a bend sable [Le Despenser].* 
Grilles, a lion rampant, double queued, argent [Montfokt.] 
Barry of six, on a chief two palets between two esquires, an inescocheon 

[Mortimeb]. 
Argent, two bars gules, a canton of the last [Bosco or Cobbett]. 
Bendy often, or and azure [Mohtfobtj. 
Gules, a fess compony counter-compony argent and sable between six 

crosses flory or [Botelbb]. 

Upon a flat stone in the chancel, the picture of a churchman, and 
with this coate and inscription : 

Hicjacet magister Thomas Mordon utriusq' Juris Bacularius, Thesaurarius 
eccPie cathedralis S. Pauli, London, ac Rector istius eccPie, qui vero 
obiit ultimo die Aprilis, 1458, c. a. p. d. a. 

In the middle yle of the church stands a faire altar tombe of

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blew marble; the top is inlayed with brasse, with the pictures of a 
man in armor, in the forme of the Black Prince, and a woman. Five 
shields, three on the west end, whereof two gone, and two at the east. 

[Gules,] on a chevron [argent] three bars gemels [sable, Thkockmob- 
ton] : impaling a cheyron between three crescents [Spinbt]. 

The same, impaling a fess between six pears [Bbsfobd]. 

The same, impaling on a fess three pheons. 

The inscription was on the verge, circumscribed; this remaynes 
onely, north side: 

arius* Anglie, qui obiit 18 Apr. 1445, quor* a. p. d. a. 

South yle of the church, a flat stone; the inscription was cir- 
cumscribed in brasse; four shields, but gone. This remaynes east 
end:

Under the three steps which ascend the east end is a faire charnel 
house with many bones. 

Three myles from Evesholme towards Worcester. 
Within the south wall chancel is an arch, old, with a shield, but 
no mention of a tombe. 

This is newly written in the wall: 

In obitum Joh^is Darbej, defuncti 2o Martij, 1609, a? etat. sue 52. 
This coate is painted in the old escocheons. Azure, a garb or. 
Mr. Darbey now lives in this parish, where Lord Bernard lay. 
lOOZ. per annum. 

These coates following are in old glasse in the hall windowe, and 
the dyning roome windowe of the parsonage howse neare the 
church of Fladbury, a faire large old and stately parsonage. 
Hall window :

The parson's wife of Fladbury, a young woman often canying 
a milke-payle on her head in the street, — so far from pride.

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Friday, July. The King and the army marched from thence 
thorough Brodway, then over the Cotswold neare Shudeley [Sude- 
ley] Castle, the seate of the Lord Chandos, from whence the rebells 
gave us two great shott. That night, at one of the clock, the King 
got to his quarters, a poore howse in Coverley [Coberlt]. Mr, 
Dutton owes the manor howse, being a very old one, A small 
church with this coate in many of the windowes, old: 

Argent, a fess between three martlets sable [Batnham]. 

In the north wall of the chancel lyes the statue of a man cross 
legged; in the south yle a woman. 

In the middle yle another, and a child by her ; all cutt in stone* 
and lye flat on the ground. 

This night wee lay in the wett feild without any provision. Wee 
made this march, from four of the clock in the morning to one the 
next night, without any bayte or rendesvouz.

The old manor-house has been long since taken down, and every vestige of the stained 
glass destroyed or disposed of. 
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Satterday, July 12. His Majestic marched from Coverley, co. 
Gloucester, to Sapperton, and spent all the day in that short march, 
but six or seven myle. Sapperton is a small church, and the manor 
house being large, of free stone, belonging to Sir Henry Poole; a 
brave sweet seat and gallant parke. This family owes the royalty 
of seven hundreds in this county; eleven or twelve myle from 
Gloucester. 

The King's troope quartered at Dagleworth, belonging also to 
Poole, two myle from Cirencester. 

Sunday, the 13th of July, 1643. His Majestic and his army 
marched from thence to Badmington, a faire stone howse of the 
Lord Somerset's, now his daughter's, in the county of Wiltes, about 
twelve or thirteen myle. 

In the middle way, at the rendesvouz, two foot-soldiers were 
hanged on the trees in the hedge-row, for pillaging of the country 
villages. The whole army of horse and foot marched by the bodyes. 
The troope was quartered that night at Nettleton, six myles from 
Malmcsbury, a garrison of the rebels taken by Massye from his 
Majestic, whereof Mr. Henry Howard, son to the Earle of Berks, 
was governor. At the same time, about six weekes since, Massye 
tooke Beverston Castle, neare which castle the King's whole army 
marched this day. The owner of this castle is Sir Bichard Ducie. 

On Satterday night two of the King's captaynes of horse, viz. 
Captain Plowman and Captain {blank) fell out, and P. basely ran him 
thorough on horseback, but fled ymediately. 

Wee heard that Waller was now about Daventry in Northamp- 
tonshire, very weake; Essex neare Exeter. 

Monday, his Majestic marched from thence thorough Marsfield, co. 
Wilts; thence to Lansdowne famous for the beating of the rebels 
under the command of Waller, 1643; thence to Bathe that night, 
where his Majestic being mett at the bottom of the hill going downe 
into the towne by the Lord Hopton, Sir Thomas Bridges the go- 
vernor and sheriffe of Somerset, and divers other gentlemen. His 
Majesty stayed till Wednesday morning, and thence he marched to 
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Mells, the howse of Sir John Horner. In this march two hanged 
for plundering. 

The church at Bathe, being very large, hath not any ancient 
monuments. At the south yle is a large monument for the lady of 
Sir William Waller, his statue cutt in stone there too. 

In the middle of the quire toward the north yle is a very large 
monument for Mountague, Bishop of Winchester, Prelate of the 
Garter, this badge on his upper garment, left shoulder [here a sketch 
is given of the ordinary badge]. A great bene&ctor of this church. 

Shepton Mallett, CO. Somerset, four myles from Mells, six from 
Glastonbury, fifteen from Bristoll. In an inn without the towne, in 
old glasse in the hall and parlour, which formerly was the dwelling- 
howse of Sir Philip Fulford: 

Azure, three trouts interlaced. 

Gules, a cheyroD argent [Fulford], impaling, Or, on a bend sable three 
bear's heads erased argent [Fitzubsb]. 

Quarterly, 1 and 4, [Fulfoxb] ; 2 and 3, Gules, [Azure P] three bird- 
bolts erect in pale argent [Bosom]. 

Cre9t Out of a ducal coronet or, a demi-wyvem argent. 

'Tis about one hundred years since this &mily lived heare, and 
hath beene an inne ever since, in Davies' possession. 'Tis the manor 
of Shepton, belonging to Prince Charles. Sir Edward Herbert hath 
the fee farm. 

This coate in the howse aforesaid : 
Argent, a wyv^ern with wings erect sable. 

Shepton Mallett church. 

Within the north wall of the body of the church, under two 
arches, lyes the two statues of two Knights Templars, crosse-legged, 
in mayle, and shields upon there breasts. The roofe of the church is 
curiously carved. Against the east waU, north yle of the church, is a 
small neate monument with the picture of a man in armes. Captain 
Barnard, Esquire, 1640. 

Argent, a bear salient sable, muzzled, Babnabd. 

This is a market towne. 
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Mr. WilKam Strowd, one of the five members, married this Mr- 
Barnard's onely daughter and heire. (2000" per annum.) Strowd 
lived at Harrington three myle from Ilmister; another howse at 
Street ; hath all the parsonages betweene this towne and Barrington.* 
He gott his estate by being a factor in Spaine. His father was a 
clothier in Shepton Mallet- His father left him 740'i in all. Ber- 
nard is descended of a clothier in this towne too. 

This towne hath furnished the King with above 300 men since 
the beginning. 

The King lay at Sir John Horner s howse in Mells, who is lord 
of the manor, a faire large howse of stone, very strong, in forme of 
a H, two courts. The church is very large and faire, adjoyning to 
the manor howse. Nothing in it, either monumental or other, but 
these two coates : 

North yle of church, old: 
Argent, a chief indented [gnles?]. 

South yle of church : 
Quarterly, 1 and 4, Azure, a chevron ermine; 2 and 3, [? bendy argent 
and gules]. 

Homers have lived here three or four descents. He is in rebel- 
lion, and his estate sequestered; 1000" per annum. 

6 myle from Shepton Mallett. 

The Lord Hopton's chiefe habitacion is Witham, eleven myles 
firom Bathe; was borne there. The Prynce d3med with the Lord 
Hopton. Woodhowse within two myles of Witham, belonging to 
Arundel, now kept by sixty-six rebells. 

KiLMERSDON Church, in com. Somerset. July 18, 1644. 

East window very old. Church : 

Argent, a chevron between three eagles displayed sable. 

Argent, a griffin segreant gules, armed azure. 

No armes else or monuments in this church, though a very faire 
and large one. 

• This ftmlly was ancient and of good repute. See I. 0. 22, f. 180, in Coll. Ann.; also 
the pedigree of Barnard, f. 862. 
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The Earle of Northampton is the lord of this parish, two myles 
from Mells, six from Bathe. 

Here the King's troope quartered. 

Friday the King left Mells, and his rendesvouz was neare Nunney, 
where is a faire neate church, and a pretty castle belonging to the 
family of Prayters, called Nunney Castle.* 

A deepe moate and a wall without that. 

Four square, a long square, very narrow, the towers at each end 
almost joyne; four towers. 

Nunney Church, co. Somerset, about two myle from Mells toward 
Woodhowse. 

East window of the south chappel, old : 

Gales, three lozenges ermine conjoined in fesse between three martlets 

argent. 
Quarterly, 1 and 4, Argent, a lion rampant gules ; 2 and 3, Gules, three 

lozenges ermine conjoined in fesse between three martlets argent. 
Azure, six sprigs of [? laurel] slipped, 3, 2 and 1, or. 

North windowes, north yle of church, old: 

Gules, two lions passant guardant argent, collared azure.

Against the north wall, north yle of the church, upon an altar 
monument, lyes the statue of a knight in compleate armour in the 
forme of the Black Prince, a lyon a this feet, under his head, upon a 
helme, a mantle and a leopard's head. Delamore, who temp. Edw. 
II. built the church and castle. * 

In the same chappel and neare the body of the church, stands a 
large white altar tombe, the statue of a man in armes with lyons 
gardant carved on his brest, a woman lying by him. These coates are 
round the sides:

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Two handfi shaking, one from the clouds the other upon earth, over

Biss hath a fayre stone howse neare the church, and lord of this 
towne. 

That Friday night his Majestie lay at Brewton [Bruton] Abbey, 
the faire and noble habitacion of Sir Charles Berkley.* In the 
howse are divers qiiarterings and matches of this familie as impaled 
with Blount. 

About a myle and halfe from Brewton, at Lamiat, co. Somerset, 
was the King's troope quartered, a small church without either 
armes or monument. 

Captain Davies of the King's army is lord of the manor, and hath 
a pretty stone howse neare the church, 220" per annum. 

In this march abundance of the country came to see the King, 
which was rare before. This Friday Woodhowse taken. 

Satterday, 20 July, 1644. His Majestie marched from thence; 
the rendesvouz was on the hill, Queene Camel being on the left 
hand, the manor belonging to Sir Humfrey Mildmay of Danbury 
in Essex. Thence to Ivelchester that night, where his Majestie 
lay. The troope was quartered at Chilton, two myles off. 

Chilton church hath no armes in it. 

A flat coffin monument, playne, lyes within an arch under the 
north wall of the north chappel. The Earle of BristoU is lord of 
Chilton. These coates are depicted on the walls of the church : 

Azure, a fleur-de-lis argent, Diobt. 

*■ The ohurch here is well deserving of notice, eepeoially for its beaatifiil tower. Sy- 
moncU could not have seen it, or he would, undoubtedly, have mentioned it. See an ac- 
count of it in Phelps's Somersetshire, the author of which has omitted several coats of 
arms in glass in the different windows, many of them however mutilated or reversed. The 
principal coats are Quarterly, Berkel£T, Botbtourt, Sohery, and Zouchb of Mobttmer, 
the same as on the monument, of which the author speaks, in the chancel, but in noticing 
which he calls the coat of Botetourt erroneously Mohun.

Tuesday, 23 July, 1644. His Majestic went to Kingsmore, a 
myle from Ivelchester, where all the country people of Somerset 
were, by the command of the SheriflFe, Sir Thomas Bridges, appointed 
to meet the posse comitatus. Many mett, and there was appointed as 
Colonels to command them Sir John Stowell, Sir Edward Rodney, 
Sir Edward Berkley, and Colonel Biss: when they came to the point 
whether they would goe in person to serve his Majestie, few stood 
to it. Sir Edward Rodney had about 200, whome he had listed 
before. 

Wednesday, 24th, his Majestie marched from hence to Chard, co. 
Somerset, a pretty faire towne. This morning was a duel isiter the 
Earl of Peterburgh* and Captain Willughby, whose father is 
steward to the Earl of Northampton ; Willoughby wounded in the 
sholder and thigh, the Earl safe without hurt. Willughby chal- 
lenged. 

The King lay at Chard, his troope at Sir Robert Brett's howse, the 
manor of Whit Stanton, a fayre old stone howse. In the church 
these, this coate twice in old glasse, north side church window : 

Gules, five fusils ermine in bend. 

Against the north wall of the chancel is a tombe of playne coarse 
stone without any inscription. These escocheons are carved on the 
sides, sans inscription, for one Birt:

An almes howse which the Bretts built. The family hath lived 
here ever since the memory of the parish.

Thursday, 25 July, the King marched to Honyton, a market 
towne, CO. Devon, a very poore built towne. His troope lay three 
myle farther nearer Exeter, at Fyniton [Feniton], where the foot 
were all left. 
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On Friday 26, his Majestic went with his troopes leaving the 
horse quartered about Exeter. He lay that night in Exeter, at the 
Earle of Bedford's howse. 

In the Meremaid Inn in Exeter, in old glasse, these : 
Quarterly, 1 and 4, Or, a lion rampant azure [Rsdysbs] ; 2 and 3, Or, 

three torteaux [Coubtenat]. 
Quarterly, 1 and 4, a cross engrailed between four water- bougets

Two chests in this howse, wherein are writings belonging to the 
Earle of Bathe, opened by the Denhams. Here this forty yeare; his 
lordship doth not know of it. 

In the Cathedral church of Exbtek,

On the south side in the yle by the quier lyes the statue of a 
knight crosselegged, and on his shield the armes of Bohun Earle of 
Northampton ; two others of the same forme. The rest of the 
monuments are for the most Bishops ; two or three stately ones of 
the Caryes. 

Or, three lions passant sable. 
Divers matches of that family. Judge Dodderidge's tombe, as I 
remember. In the north windowes of the north yle, this coate for 
Bishop Courtney: 

Or, three torteaux, a label of three points azure, the whole surmounted by 
a mitre. 

The coate of Courtney Earle of Devon is often in these windowes. 
In one of the north windowes behind the quire this coate, of one 
family, is thus variously borne :

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This Satterday, 27 July, his Majestic went to see Prince Maurice 
his army, seven myles nearer Plymouth. His troope mett him on the 
way as he came back, and wayted on him to his quarters at Mr. St. 
Hill's howse, justice of the peace, at Brodenedge [Bradninch], a 
mayor towne, though almost all the howses be clay, without any 
timber in the wall, except the doores, roofe, and windowes, which 
is the fashion of the country. The troope went that night six myles 
ferther to Halverton, more into the heart of the shire, twenty-one 
myles from Lyme. 

This day the King knighted three in Prince Maurice his army. 
Videposteaf Aug. 12. 

The King knighted the mayor of Exeter, Sir Hugh Crocker' a 
merchant, when he was there. Sir John Berkley being governor 
thereof. 

One Mr. Ware lives at Halverton, a Colonel in Lyme, now in 
rebellion. Friday night last Lyme's forces tooke most of the horses 
of the Lord Percies regiment and two foot colours, by falling on our 
quarters. This Friday was the trayned bands of Devon summoned, 
and mett the King, and came into his service (few). 

The Earle of Essex and his whole army now within seven or 
eight myles of Plymouth. 

Newes this day that Basing howse had slayne many of the be- 
siegers, and had raysed the siege which had layne before to it long. 

Halverton Church, com. Devon. 
Argent, a cross gules. 

No antient monuments. There be divers flat stones, and the 
inscriptions are round about in text letters, being the modeme 
fashion of this county, cutt in this and other parishes. 

A small monument of Were, bencher of law, 1625. 

Argent, a bend azure between six cross-croslets fitchy ; impaling, Sable, a 
bend argent between two lions rampant. 
This parish consists of clothiers that have land in their hands. 
• Of a good family : 8«e I. 0. 1, f. 236, in Coll. Arm. 
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From thence on Sunday, 28 July, his Majestie and the whole 
army marched to Crediton, vulgo called Kirton, a great lowsy towne, 
a corporate towne governed by a bayliffe ; the best howse in the 
towne belongs to a Justice of the Peace, where the King lay. Tuck- 
feild hath a great faire howse * neare this towrie on the north side 
built by the Lord Cheife Baron Periam. In this march this day 
wee came over a high hill called Crisse-crosse Hill in the parish of 
Silverton, that survayes all the county round about, [and] lookes 
upon the maine by Ex. The King's troope lay at Newton St. 
Syres, [St. Cyrus,] three myles oflPExon, betweene that and Crediton. 
Newes this day told by his Majestie that the Scotts in Ireland 
destroyed all that tooke not the Covenant. 

In the church of Nbwton St. Syrbs, co. Devon. 

East wall, this, old : 

Gules, a sword argent, hilted or, and two keys argent saltire [See of 
[Winchestbb]. 

These three in the lower south wall of the church : 
Quarterly, 1 and 4, Or; 2 and 3, Argent, three fusils conjoined in fess 
gules ; 2 and 3, Gules, a saltire argent, a label of three points azure, 
upon each three plates. 
Azure, a buck*s head cabossed argent, pierced with a crosier [Abbey

Azure, three shoveller*s heads erased argent. 
These two very old, north wall : under each thus written :

a captayne of the trayned bands in this county; the other his son 
Sir John Northcott, now a prisoner in Exon. pour rebellion. 

Sir John N. owes this manor. 

Argent, three cross-crosslets bottony in bend sable, [Nobthcote]. 

In Devonshire they call the low grounds moores onely, and in 
Cornwall the highest hills arc moores so called, because moores are 
there upon the top of the hills. 

Essex and his army marched thorough Crediton* on Satterday 
last was seavenight. At that time was Prince Maurice and his army 
one myle from Exon. at Heavytree. None of the Prince's army went 
into Exon, and when Essex was gone nearer Plymouth the Prince 
came on the hither side of Exon. 

When Essex's army was here, some of his troopes came to New- 
ton St Syres church, gott the key, went into the church with their 
horses, and broke up the chest, and tooke out the communion cup 
worth 5". and broke up the poore man's box and tooke out all, being 
8». 2d. ob. 

The same company, or such like, went to Whitstone, a myle off, 
and tooke away a pall for buriall of black velvet, worth seven or 
eight pound, or rather 10**. 

Others of them burnt a great reake of oates at Darverton [Thor- 
verton] parish, five myles from Crediton; the reake consisted of 500 
dozen, 12 sheaves to the dozen, the accompt of this shire; and in 
the same parish found 1700 pound in money in the parson's howse 
under the pavement; tooke 200 from Mr. Tuckfeild. 

Munday, 29 July, to Bow [Nymet Traci], where the King lay at 
an alehowse; his troope at Stretton [Spreyton] three mylcs distant. 
This day a soldier was hanged at the rendesvouz for plundering. 

• It is remarkable that Symonds makes no allusion to the fine church at Crediton.

The King lay at the parsonage, neare 
the church. 

Lifton Church, co. Devon, 11 myles from Okehampton.

This night the troop quartered at Haynes^ the ancient seate of 
Harris, a myle from Lifton more into Devonshire; round about the 
howse many rowes of sett tall oakes in brave order. This Harris 
that now owes it married the Lord Mohun*s daughter; sans 
children, both 0> but she the cause. His estate is about 1000/. per 

Some of us quartered in the parish of Stoford, [Stowford,] two 
myles short of Lifton. In the howse of Haynes are divers matches 
of the family of Harris, old :

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This evening his highnes Prince Maurice his army marched after 
the King's army thorough Lifton. On Wednesday some of his horse 
and foot entered into Lansdon [Launceston] in Cornwall; all Essex 
his army being gone thence, and no resistance. This day came a 
messenger to the King from Sir Richard Grenvill to the rendesvouz, 
and told that Sir Bichard was 8,000 strong, and desired his Majestic 
to make hast towardes him. The King bid the fellow tell him he 
was coming with all possible speed with an army of 10,000 foot, 5,000 
horse, and 28 piece of cannon. Prince Maurice his army consisting 
(out of this number) of 5,000 foot, five-and-twenty hundred horse, 
1 1 piece of cannon.

Thursday, 1 Aug., his Majestic marched to Trecarell^in the parish 
of Ljsant [Lezant]^ and lay there at the howse of Mr. Manaton, in 
com. Cornubias. 

The whole army lay this night round about this howse in the feild. 
These are antient in the hall windowes of the howse of Mr. Mana- 
ton aforementioned:

A mayor towne^ l^rge, the buildings of stone 
covered with slate, one church. He lay at Mr. Jeanes howse. At the 
rendezvous 2 captaynes of Essex men were brought prisoners. 
One was Will of the West, a &mous wrestler and carpenter in 
Chancery Lane; the other a pewterer, of London. At night, 2 
other of their captaynes taken of horse and 12 troopers at St. 
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Clere. Newes that Essex was at Bodman, 10 myles off, and marcli- 
ing towards us. 

The King's troop lay in Mynhenet [Mcnheniot] parish 2 myle 
&om Liskard, at the villages of Beloytha [Belitho] and Curtether 
[Cartether]. 

Treoarrel built the howse where his Majestie lay the night before, 
temp. Hen. 7. 

Tre signifyes towne, and carrol, merry or song in Cornish. Most 
of the gentry of this county live toward the South sea. This 
part of Cornwall which wee have seene they account barren. The 
people speake good and playne English here hitherto. Divers of 
the country people came to the King with much joy to tell him of 
his enemyes where they lay, ** and please his worship." 

LiSKABD church. South window, south yle, chancel these, old: 

Argent, three fuBils conjoined in feBse gules. 

Argent, a cock gules, on a chief three torteaux. ** The cock is carved 

on the seates.'* 
Chequj or and azure, a bend vert. 

The seates of the south yle of the church have escocheons with 
severall bearings alluding to the passion, of the scourge, whip, 
&c. dice, lanthome, garment. 

South yle window, below. 
Or, a chevron azure between three roses argent.

In the windowcs of Mr. Harris his howse, a mylc from Liskerd 
Bowthward, called Curtether, a large old howse. 

Qaarterlj, 1 and 4, Argent, a cross-flory engrailed sable, charged with 
an escallop argent, between four martlets ; 2 and 3, Quarterly, 1 and 4, 
Sable, a lion rampant or ; 2 and 3, Sable, two lions passant argent. 

Qaarterlj, 1 and 4, Sable, sem^e of cross-crosslets fitchj or, a fesse 
of the last between three boar's heads conped [Bscket] ; 2, Argent, a

Tis the manor of Curtether, anciently belonging to the family of 
Becket till this twoyeares; 200Z. per ann., a great estate in this 
county. 

On the cast end of the towne of Liskerd stands the mines of walls 
of a castle, belonging say they to a duke. The Prince of Wales 
now keepes court there at a house adjoining; ^tis his manor. 

Satterday, 3 August. Divers prisoners of Essex his army brought 
into the King; among the rest two women tooke one. 

Sunday 4. Some of the country people came and complained to 
the King that the enemy was a plundering of the country and 
desired aydc. The King sent a party of horse of Colonel Nevil's 
regiment, commanded by Sir Bernard Gascoigne, an Italian, who 
troopes with Colonel Nevil, and the colonel went with him as a 
volunteir. They mett with a boy who told of a many of gay men at 
the Lord Mohun's howse. Notwithstanding they had eighty musque- 
teires to guard them, as they were caressing they forced the doores 
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upon them, killed the man that locked the doore, broke up the 
howse, took Colonel Aldridge who was governor of Aylesbury, the 
Lelftenant-Colonel, Captain, and one Ensign of Essex his life guard, 
another Leiftenant-Colonel, without the losse of any one of his 
Majesties party. This howse was within two miles of Essex his 
head quarters, Dalbeir, a Dutchman, Quartermaster- General of Essex 
his army and engineer, was in this howse with those rebels, but putt 
off his sword and hatt and pretended to be servant to the house of 
my Lord Mohun, and so escaped. 

Mimday his Majestic went unto the heath, Gary ton Downe, towards 
Launceston, and met those soldjers which were raysed by his warrants 
of those that escaped Essex his search. Their commanders were 
most of them gone to Sir Richard Grenvile. There were in all about 
100. XX prisoners more taken this day from Essex, 

Wednesday his Majestic with his army went to Brodock Downe 
or Heath, the place where the Lord Ruthin Gray [Grey de Ruthyn] 
was beate in Cornwall: this was within three myles of Essex his 
head quarters, being at Listithell: some scouts of both sides mett, 
four of our foot killed in fetching in provision, one more killed 
that was sent to fetch in the rambling soldjers. 

His Majestic and his troope, with the Prince, faced on the top of 
the hill from 12 to 5; the foot army lay short of the hill all night. 
The King returned to Liskerd, where wee watcht on horseback : the 
horse in this night marched towards the foot, which were before, 
being about four myles fiom Liskerd, 

Thursday, 8th August. The whole army of the King's lay upon 
Brodock Downe, about 16,000 horse and foot. Some scouts of the 
enemyes scene about 1 1 of the clock. The forlome of 1,000 foot, com- 
manded by Colonel Apleyard, went off the heath through a lane 
between inclosurcs to another heath called by the same name, nearer 
the enemy. Some bodyes of our horse followed about 12 of the clock. 

This morning the Lord Willmott, Leift.-Gencral of the horse, was 
comitted. 

Goring was made generall of the King's horse this morning. Lord

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Wentworth was Seijeant-Major of the Horse before and now too. 
The King's army, besides Prince Maurice, of horse, consisted of five 
brigades — Lord Willmott's, Lord Northampton's, being taken out of 
the Lord Willmott's, Lord Cleveland's, Lord Wentworth's, Colonel 
Bonnet's. Divers great parties of our horse beate the enemyes horse 
quite off the hills within view of Listithiel, the head quarter of Essex. 
Wee took some prisoners, five or six killed on both sides in piquering. 
Some of their foot was seene this day neare this towne of Listithiel 
in the closes; parties onely of their horse mett some of ours. 

Toward night the body of the King's foot were moving toward 
the enemy nearer, but, growing night, returned halfe a myle back to 
the bottome of another hill. 

Friday 9th. About 8 of the clock the body of our foot moved 
toward Listithiel. 

Newes firom Oxford this morning, that the Lord Rich was rene- 
gaded to the rebells at London, though not considerable. Ben Holf* 
dead at Exon. That Waller was at Abingdon on Tuesday last 
was sevenight. 

About 10, some of their foot came out of the towne and hill. 
They shott two peice of cannon at halfe an howre after 10 at ours. 

Prince Maurice his army had the van this day, and marched 
towards my Lord Mohun's howse in the parish of Boconock, and 
.... between this howse and the Lord Roberts [Robartes] his howse 
called Lanhedriack [Lanhydrock], both howses being but four myles 
distant. «

MoHUN ; impaling, a tower, issuing therefrom a demi-Iion rampant. 

Amongst the rest these verses :

A chevron between three birds ; impaling Mohun. 
Among the rest these verses are upon the monument of Penelope 
daughter of Sir Raynold Mohun, wife to William Drew of Broad 
Henbury, com. Devon, Esq. 

Ermine, a lion passant gules [Drewe] ; impaling Mohun. 

Mj name was Mohun, my fates like various were; 
My short life's often changes makes it cleare. 
A virgin star on earth a wife I shind 
With noted splendor cheifly of the mind, 
Till my Will. Drew me to his nuptiall bed, 
Then soone by God's high call to heaven I fled, 
Not without hope in Christ to live agen, 
Set in the walls of his Jerusalem. 

Twenty-five quarterings of the Mohuns in the great parlour of the 
l-.ord Mohun's howse, where the King quartered this night, sup- 
ported with two lyons [rampant] gardant crowned. 

Motto— Generis revocamus honorcs. 

The army of foot quartered on tlic hills northward neare this 
towne. 

The head quarters of our horse was this night at St. Neot's. 
This Friday in the open feilds a commanded party of our horse 
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mett with some of the enemy, but loosely retreated without charging. 
No buisnes of noate done; some soldiers came in, some taken. 

This evening his highnes Prince M. and the Generall the Earle 
of Forth sent a lettre (subscribed likewise by the chiefe oflBcers) 
to Essex for a treaty by a trumpeter. 

Sermon on Sunday before the King at this church, speaking against 
popery; that one of the greatest arguments against them is the denyall 
of reading the Scriptures : for how can that be an honest guardian 
that will not suffer the heire looke into his father's will ? 

Satterday morning about ten of the clock came the King's trumpet 
back from Essex, and brought a letter directed for his highnes 
Prince Maurice and the Earle of Forth : 

Mj Lords, 

In the beginning of jour lettre you express by what authority you 
send it. I haying no authority to treat without the Parliament who have 
entrusted me, cannot doe it without breach of trust. 

Tour humble senrant, 

EssBx. 
From Listithiel, Aug. 10, 1644. 

Newes about night that Sir Richard Grenvile was with his army 
at Bodman and had forced his entrance into the towne. This after- 
noone the King and his cavaliers went on to the hills upon Brodock 
Downe, where he saw many of the insolent rebells braving upon the 
adjoyning hill betwixt him and Listithiel: many horse mett on both 
sides, in piqucring; none killed, few wounded, many of the rebells 
were. 

Sunday, 11 Aug. This morning came newes that the Lord Hop- 
ton, who had about 2000 men with him, mett with Sir Richard 
Grenvile and his whole army. About 3 in the aftemoone Sir Richard 
came to court ; left his army at or about Bodman, raysing up workes 
as if they would fortifie the towne, but in the night left it, and all 
lay on the Downe. When Sir Richard came to Bodman he found 
about 100 troopers plundering there; seven of them were killed and 
taken prisoners. One Ramsey a Scott with Sir Richard killed three, 
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but afterwards taken prisoner. This night the rebels left Resprin 
Bridge, neare the Lord Roberts his howse. So by that meanes there 
was free passage from Sir Richard Grenvile's army to ours, 

Munday his Majestie went on to the hill where he was on 
Satterday before, where he saw many of the rebels scouts vaunting 
on the foresaid hill, but our horse beate them off awhile, but after an 
howre they possesst it agayne. When our horse had the hill, some 
of our men by the Eang's command scattered some papers, that if 
any would come in that were in rebellion, they should be pardoned 
and received into grace, signed by Mr. Walker * as the King's express 
pleasure. Some of our horse shott and some of theirs, few killed. 
This aft^moone by reason of the want of provision his Majesties 
troops went to quarter at Liskerd. 

AtCrediton, {mde retro ^) Sunday, 28 July, when his Majestie came 
from Oxford, he knighted Sir Thonaas Basset^ Generall of the ordi- 
nance to Prince Maurice, and Sir Joseph Wagstaffe, Serjeant Major 
Generall to the Prince, Sir Henry Carye who had a gallant regi- 
ment in the Prince his army. These were knighted when the King 
went from Exon. to see the Prince's army, it being the first time he 
saw it, being Satterday, 27 of July. 

Tuesday, 13. Sir Jacob Astley tooke two butts of sack, much 
tobacco, and horseshoes, &c. coming from Foye to the enemy. 

M. [?mem.] whether the Lord Hopton fell on the enemy and 
killed many. 

Wednesday, Aug. 14. Sir Richard Grenvile made approaches 
nearer the enemy on the west side of the river, 2000 of the Prince's 
foot joyning with him. This day Lord Percy quitted his place of Ge- 
nerall of the Ordinance, and his Majestie gave it to the Lord Hopton- 

This night the King's army stood to their armes all night. 
Commanded by Prince Maurice, that one of his soldiers should be 
hanged, and a ticket written on him, for plundering the Lord 
Roberts his howse. It seemes a protection was given to the howse 
and a strict order. In the howse was found many bowes and divers 

• AfterwiurcU Sir Edward Walker, Garter King of Anns. 
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quivers of arrows, and 6, 7, or 8 of the Lord Mohun's horse there 
too. This was wett weather. 

Thursday. A blustring cold day, and the evening very wett : above 
40 prisoners brought to Liskerd from the army, but they escaped 
out of prison. 

Friday, 16 Aug. The King's army of foot removed the leaguer 
wider, and at more distance. (A wett day.) This night the enemy 
gave an alarm to the King's army and to head quarter at Bocon- 
nock. The King this day went on the other side of the river to the 
Lord Roberts his howse. Two of Essex's men came in to us this 
day, and told that provisions were very scarce with Essex. 

Batterday, 17. His Majestic attended with his owne troope, 
Queenes troope, commanded by Captain Brett, and sixty commanded 
troopers, went to ClifFe, a parish on this side of the river that runs 
to Listithiel, where Colonel Lloyd the Quartermaster Generall's 
regiment lyes to keepe the passe. The enemye keepes the passe on 
the other side at the parish of Giant From thence his Majestic 
went to Lantegles to the manor howse belonging to the Lord 
Mohun just over against Foye, where his royall person ventred to 
goe into a walke there, which is within halfe musket shott from 
Foye, where a poore fisherman was killed in looking over, at the 
same time that his Majestic was in the walke, and in the place where 
the King a little afore passed by. A little below are some of our 
great peices that command the towne of Foye, and beyond that a 
fort of ours that commands the entrance into the mouth of Foye 
haven in the parish of Perwyn : this howse, walke, &c. being gotten 
by the vigilant care of Sir Jacob Astley, Major-GreneraU of his 
Majestie's army, three or four days before, which now is mainteyned 
by 200 commanded foot of ours under Sir Jacob's command. At. 
night his Majestie, &c., returned to their quarters. 'Tis twelve 
myles from Listithiel to Foye. 

A gentleman of this county told me the original of the Lord Roberts 
his family. His great-grandfather was servant to a gentleman of 
this county, his hjrnd. Afterwards lived in Truro, and traded in wood 
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and fferzen: got an estate of 5 or 6000t; his son was so bred, and 
lived there too, putt out his money, and his debtors paid it him in 
tynn. He, engrossing the sale of tyn, grew to be worth many 
thousands (300,000t). His sonn was squeezed by the court in 
King James his time of 20,000i. : so was made a Baron, and built the 
house at Lanhedriak, now the scate of this Lord Roberts. 

Sunday, 18 August. Some of the rebel horse came within the 
Lord Mohun's parke, but theire boldnes was presently forced to fly. 

Munday. 

Tuesday. Proclaraacion that all stragling foot presently repair to 
their colonels, upon payne of death. 

Wednesday, 21 August. The King's troope and Qucenes troope 
marched in the night from Liskerd to the leaguer at Boconnock. 
About five in the morning, being very misty, the King's army and 
Prince Maurice's was drawne out, and about seven they marched on 
to the top of the high hill that lookes into Listithiel. The body of foot 
and cannon lay all this day on this and the adjoyning hill, being 
on each side flanked with horse, and a reserve of horse consisting of 
the earl of Cleveland's brigade behind the foot. 

A commanded party of 1000 foot, led by Coll. (blank) of Prince 
Maurice army, gott a hill this side the river neare the towne, where 
at bottome was a passe. The small cottages which were on this hill 
next the towne were all this forenoone a burning. Our foot and 
theirs pelting one at another all day: small harme done to ours. 
The enemy shott a many great peices of cannon at them and at the 
left wing of our horse; little or no hurt. Thus stood both armyes 
all this day on this side. But Sir R. Grenvile with 700 men on the 
other side pelted the rogues from their hedges betweenc the Lord 
Roberts his howse and Listithiel and neare Trinity (Restormyn) 
castle, in the parish of Lanhedriack or Listithiel, which castle was 
this morning surprised by Sir Richard Grenvile's men and some 
thirty of the rebells taken and divers barrels of beefe. This day 
Major Smyth, that commanded a party of horse neare this castle, 
who did most gallantly, was shott with a musket bullet, yet living. 
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At night Sir Richard Grenvile's men retired. Towards night the 
body of the King*8 foot gott into the closes on the hills of the left 
and right side of the playne that goes down to Listithiel, and in the 
night planted many peices of our cannon. That hill on the left 
hand neere the chappel of St. Neeton's [St Nighton] in the parish 
of St. Twynoe [St. Winnow], was commanded by a cx)mmanded 
party of about 1000, led by Colonel Apleyard. The hill opposite 
was kept by Prince Maurice his army. 

Thursday, August 22. This day wee mainteyned in all parts what 
wee had gott in the night, many of the enemies great shott of 91b-. 
being shott at our men. One of our cannon shott luckily at a party 
of the enemyes horse, and killed two horse and one horse leg shott off 
at once. Most part of this day the King's and Queenes troopes faced 
the enemy of the top of the playne, doing duty. This night upon 
the top of the highest hill, and in the middle between our hedges 
and the enemyes hedges, our men made a worke twenty yards square, 
notwithstanding many of the enemyes shott. Rostormyn [Restormel] 
castle was the ancient seate of the Duke of Cornwall. 

Friday, 23. The worke on the top of the hill aforesaid next the 
said chappel seemed in the mysty morning to the enemye to be a 
body of horse, as some of their centryes were heard to say. They 
shott a piece of 91b. many times at this worke, killed one and hurt 
another ; that was all the hurt was done to us this day at the worke. 
On Sir Richard Grenvile's side Colonel Champemown of Devon, 
colonel to the Prince Maurice, leading up his foot neare Trinity 
castle^ was shott in the neck; his owne men tooke off his sword and 
cloake and left his body, which the enemy tooke. Since by a 
drummer we heare that his wounds is not mortall. 

This halfe of the day fine, four in the morning till twelve. The 
King's troope and Queene's with Prince Maurice's faced on the plaine 
the day before. All the aftemoone, a commanded party of both troops 
wayted on the King there till night. Then we returned to our 
quarters in the field, as the two nights before ; mornings and evenings 
being very mysty; through the night starlight. 

CAMD. soc. I 
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Satterday, 24 August, being the day of Saint Bartholomewe, the 
forenoone was spent in great shott from them to our battery. No 
harme: wee gott many of their bullets. About xii. of the clock his 
Majestic went downe to court to dinner; his troop and the Queene's 
drew off then too, having been there ever since the day began* In 
the afternoone about three of the clock the King went upon the hill, 
and divers came and told him the enemy was gone towards Foye, 
for indeed none or Very fewe of them could be scene; about two of 
their cannon played some time, and some muskets; almost all that 
were there besides the King and Prince Maurice were of opinion they 
were gone. 

Sunday, 25 August. His Majestic went into the feild upon the hill 
at three in the morning, attended as before, the morning being very 
wett and wyndy : presently sends word to the Prince his army to 
know if they were marching, and to tell them he was here and ready, 
and that he conceived it a fitt morning to doe the buisines; likewise 
he sent the like to Sir Jacob Astley to tell his owne army so. 
Preparacions on all parts of the King's side: his horse are come into 
the feild, half of them gone over to Sir Richard Grenvile's side. An 
[?hourly] expectacion of our rediness to fall on : Prince Maurice about 
twelve of the clock comes armed and tells the King he was ready, 
and asked the King if he were so : ymediately their resolution altered, 
and our troops were sent to Liskerd. Long before this 'twas evident 
enough that the enemy was not gone, onely was hid from the 
danger of our battery, but was toute prepare to receave us. 'Twas 
appointed for the Westerne army to fall on first. 

Munday. This day 2,000 horse and 1,000 foot of the King's went 
to westward behind the enemy to stopp their landing of provisions 
by sea, and to hinder their foraging westward by land. Also this 
day came to us 100 barrels of powder, &c. from Pendennis Castle, 
and much from Dartmouth. 

Brodock [Broadoak or Bhabock] Church, com. Cornub. 
In the south-west of the church are many coates in allusion to the 
Passion — Argent, three nails sable; ladder in bend; and divers 
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more cutt upon the seates in escocheons. This of Courtney is cutt 
on the seates : 

Three torteaux. 

Courtney did owe this land and Boconnock also. Sir William 
Mohun, father to Sir Reynold Mohun, bought Boconnock of the 
Queene Elizabeth : it fell by attaynder to her from Courtney, who 
was beheaded in the beginning of her rayne. 

Mr. Williams, of Ivy Bridge, in com. Devon, is patron of 
Brodock. 

Munday morning the King's and Queen's troopes removed from 
hence to Lanreth, 3 myles nearer the south sea. 

[LAiniETH Church, com. Comub.] 

In the south windowes of the chancel these coates, pretty old : 
East window south yle these three : 

Ermine, impaling, Sable, abend or between six ^^fountajns" [Stoubtom].

Mr. Trefiy at Foye. 

Saturday, Aug. 31. The night before the King had notice (being 
at Boconnock,) (his troopes at Lanreath,) that the enemy was 
marching away. General notice was given thereof at one of the clock 
in the night. His troop and the Queen's troop came to Bocconnoc, 
whither came newes that the enemyes horse were then upon the downe 
and coming up betweene the hills where our whole army's leaguer 
was, but most of our foote were stragling, 3 parts of 4. The Earle 
of Cleveland, with those of his brigade^ viz. most of his colours, 
but not above one hundred of 400 men, faced the enemy on the hill, 
but did not, nay dare not, charge them, as Leiut.-Colonel Leake 
tolde us. When the King came up wee saw most of their body of 
horse on the hill, neare Brodock, upon that downe: ymmediately 
the Earle of Cleveland's brigade and the Queen's regiment followed 
them and charged their reare. The King, supposing they would 
goe thorough Liskerd and Launceston, sent 2 messengers of our 
troope, Mr. Brooke and Mr. Samuel West, with a letter to Sir 
Fr. Dorington, (who hath 1,000 horse in Devon.) to stop theire 
march. But the enemy went not neare Liskerd this day, but went 
right to Saltash, to ferry their horse over into Devonshire. 

In this interim his Majestie lost no time, but with those foot he 
had (which God knowes were very few, most of them being stragled 
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abroad the country for provision,) and with his owne troope and the 
Queenes, marched towards Listithiel. On the hill next beyond the 
towne were bodyes of the enemyes foot with colours left in their reare 
to make good their retreate: their baggage, artillery, and the rest of 
Essex his foot army having marched all the night towards Foye. At 7 
in the morning, the King's forlome hope of foot, consisting of about 
I9OOO, entred Listithiel, without much opposition, their foot still re* 
treating. And after that his Majestic had commanded 2 or 3 pieces of 
cannon to be placed in the enemyes leaguer to command the hill 
where their foot reserve stood, the enemyes reserve marched away, our 
forlome following them in chase from feild to feild in a great pace. 
About 8 of the clock his Majesty with the two troopes passt over the 
river on the south side of Listithiel, where the enemy had left a cart- 
load of muskets, besides many more in the durt a little higher, 5 
pieces of cannon in several places, 2 of them being very long ones. 
With this small force his Majesty chased them 2 myles, beating them 
from hedge to hedge. Being come neare that narrow neck of ground 
betweene Trewardreth [Tywardreath] Bay and St. Veepe passe, the 
rebells made a more forcible resistance; then about 11 of the clock 
Captain Brett led up the Queenes troope, and most gallantly in view 
of the King charged their foot andbeate them from their hedge, kill- 
ing many of them, notwithstanding their musquets made abundance 
of shott at his men : he received a shott in the left arme in the first 
field, and one of his men. La Plunne, a Frenchman killed, yet most 
gallantly went on and brought his men oflT; his cornett's horse shott, 
with 2 other horses, and 2 more wounded: he retreated to be dresst, 
and the King called him and tooke his sword which was drawne in 
his hand, and knighted Sir Edward Brett on his horse's back. This 
was just at 12 of the clock. About this time wee tooke 7 or 8 
prisoners, whereof one was a captayne of foot, who was taken by 
Captain Brett's men, and another tooke one of their canoneirs, who 
was pitifully drunke, having shott off his cannon but once. Now 
the King's foot came in apace and increased much. Shooting con- 
tinued much on both sides, more on theirs, wee still gayning ground. 
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About 4 of the clock some of the rebells' horse (they having 2 or 
3 troopes with them,) charged our foot, but the Lord Bernard 
ymediately gott leave of the King to draw up his troope, who were all 
ready, and drew up to the rogues, standing their musket shott a long 
time; but, because their horse retreated and their foot lay so close 
under the hedges, which are all cannon proofe and have no avenues 
wider then one or in some places 2 horse can approach at a time, and 
likewise because his Majesty sent to draw us off^ wee fairely retreated : 
one of the Queenes troope here was killed. More of our foot coming 
up to releive the rest. By this time Colonel Goring, Generall of his 
Majesties horse^ came to the King, having not heard of the enemyes 
march till 10 of the clock. Now was our foot in great bodyes gott 
upon the high hill just in the narrowest passage of land betwcene 
Trewardreth parish church and the passage over the river which runs 
by Listithiel. Just at 6 of the clock the enemy made a very bold 
charge both of cannon, muskets, and horse, to gaine this hill, as 
likewise the passe neare St. Veepe, but were valliantly beate off, and 
our men not onely keeping both but gott some ground also : this 
heate lasted about an howre ; at first it was so hott that the Lord 
Bernard drew out his Majesties troope with the colours (for the time 
before wee left them with the King) to charge the rebells, but 
Generall Goring mett us and told him the roome was too little for 
horse and our troopers to charge too, and advised he would please 
to face a little and draw off to the King. Here was of the Queenes 
troope one shott in the sholder. With our troope was drawn up 
the Queenes, Prince Maurice his life guard, commanded by Arundel, 
and the Lord Hopton's, which was comanded by Sir Thomas Wilford, 
of Kent: these made a brave body of about 200, all well armed* 

The King sending for us to come to him, and the enemyes voUyes 
abating And ceasing, wee were drawnc in the next close but one 
where his Majesty was. And this was the cheife of the buisines of 
this day. Now did many of the enemyes cannon give fyre at our men, 
till darke night. I saw a fellow of ours dresst, a musketeir who was 
shott in the chin, the sholder, and the hand by cannon at one shoot. 
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This night the King lay under the hedge with his servants in one 
feild. The troopes of life guards lay in the next, it being very 
wjmdy, and crosse wind for Essex shipping of his men, and rayned 
much and great stormes. I saw 8 or 9 of the enemyes men dead 
under the hedges this day. 

Some shooting continued all night. 

Sunday, prime Septembris. This morning our army was in the 
same place it lay in the night, and small or no shooting on either side. 

The 4 life guards about 7 of the clock were sent to quarters; wee 
to Lanreth ; for alt the pasture in those feilds was eate up very bare 
by the enemyes horse, whome wee had in this time of stay almost 
starved. 

This morning, about seven of the clock, Generall Groring was 
sent with the horse to pursue the enemyes horse, who as the King was 
informed were gotten into Saltash. Sir Edward Walgrave, de com. 
Norfolk, colonel of horse, tooke above one hundred of the rebells 
horse in the pursuite on Satterday, and told the King that if the 
country had brought in intelligence but an howre or two sooner, 
where and which way they went, he believed they might have cutt 
off and taken all their horse, they were such cowards and so 
ferefull that eight (sayd he) would make twenty cry for quarter. 
Essex his life guards, commanded by (blank) Doyley,* went away 
with the horse as wee heard. He himself was with the foot. 

This Sunday, the rebells being within but a little compasse of 
ground, (being surrounded by sea on three parts, and our army on 
the land,) and because their rebell Generall the Earle of Essex, 
Kobert Devereux, and their Field Marshall the Lord Roberts, with 
many others of their cheife commanders, had left them, and went by 
sea as they supposed, or they knew not which way, Skippon, now 
left in cheife, being Major Generall, sent propositions of treaty to his 
sacred Majesty, who out of his abundant mercie, notwithstanding 
having them all in so great advantage, was pleased to give them 
leave to march away with these condicions:

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Leaving all their cannon, which were in all 42, and 1 morter. All 
their musquetts and pikes, which were (blank). All their cariages 
except one to a regiment. To march away with their colours, and 
foot officers with their swords. Those officers of horse with swords, 
hatbands, and pistoUs. 

A waggon full of musquet arrowes, 100 barrels of powder, 

Munday, 2° Septembris, 1644. 

His Majesties army of foot stood on the same ground or there- 
abouts as before, the several regiments by themselves, and the 
colours stuck in the ground flying. His Majestie in the feild accom- 
panied with all his gallant cavaliers dispersed in severall places. 

While about 10 of the clock. Major Skippon, first or in the front, 
marched with all that rowt of rebells, after the colours of their 
several regiments. These regiments I tooke a note of after three or 
four had passt.

Colonel Bartlet. 

Colonel Aldridge, blew colours with lions rampant or. 

Colonel Davies, white colours, Citty London. 

Colonel Conyngham, greene colours. 

Colonel Whichcote, greene, Citty London. 

Colonel Weare, A. [? argent] Governor of Lyme. 

Colonel Carr, potius Karr, xj ensignes or, distinctions b. [sc, blue.] 

These are Plymouth men. They had more foot. 

Colonel Layton, a regiment of horse, b. comets. All their 
ensignes and comets were wound up. veloped. 

It rayned extremely as the varlets marched away, a great part of 
the time. 

The Eanghimselfe ridd about the feild and gave strict command to 
his cheife officers to see that none of the enemye were plundered, and 
that all his soldjers should repair to their colours which were in the 
adjoyning closes. Yet, notwithstanding our officers with their 
swords drawne did perpetually beate off our foot, many of them lost 
their hatts, &c. 
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Yet most of them escaped this danger till they came to Listithiel, 
and there the people inhabitants and the country people plundered 
some of their officers and all, notwithstanding a sufficient party of 
horse was appointed by his Majesty to be their convoy. 

They all, except here and there an officer, (and seriously I saw not 
above three or four that looked like a gentleman,) were strucken 
with such a dismal feare, that as soone as their colour of the regi- 
ment was passt, (for every ensigne had a horse and rid on him and 
was so suffered,) the rout of soldjers of that regiment presst all of a 
heape like sheep, though not so innocent. So durty and so dejected 
as was rare to see. None of them, except some few of their officers, 
that did looke any of us in the face. Our foot would flowt at them 
and bid them remember Reading, Greenland Howse (where others 
that did not condicion with them tooke them away all prisoners), and 
many other places, and then would pull their swords, &c, away, for 
all our officers still slasht at them. 

The rebells told us as they passt that our officers and gentlemen 
carried themselves honorably, but they were hard dealt withall by 
the common soldjers. 

This was a happy day for his Majesty and his whole army, that 
without losse of much bloud this great army of rascalls that soe 
triumphed and vaunted over the poore inhabitants of Cornwall, as if 
they had bin invincible, and as if the King had not bin able to follow 
them, that 'tis conceived very few will gett safe to London, for the 
country people whome they have in all the march so much plun- 
dered and robd, that they will have their pennyworths out of them. 

One of their actions while they were at Listithiel must not be 
forgotten. In contempt of Christianity, Eeligion, and the Church, 
they brought a horse to the fount in the church, and there with 
their kind of ceremonies did as they called it Christian the horse 
and called him by the name of Charles, in contempt of his sacred 
Majesty. 

Another was done by their Provost Martiall, who put his prisoners 
in the said church. The night they marched away, two of the 
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prisoners, being rich men of Cornwall, gott up in the steeple and 
pulled up the ladder and called to the marshall, jeering at him. '' He 
fetch you downe," saide he, and sett mulch and hay on fire under 
them, besides they shott many muskets into the belfry at them; all 
would not doe. Then he fetcht a barrel of powder and gave fire to 
it, thretning to blow them up, and that blew into the church and 
blew off most of the slate and yet did no hurt to the prisoners. 

They had a strong hold and a hill^ where was an old dowble 
trenched fort, wherein they had planted many of their great peices. 
It would have bin difficult to beate them out of it; and then Foye 
was fortified, and when his Majesties forces were in Foye, before 
Essex his men tooke it, it was governed by Mr. Trefry, who lives in 
it and hath a very laire all [old?] seate there. 

Tuesday, 3** Sept. The King and all his army rested ; wee at 
Lanreath. 

Wednesday, 4®. The King marched from Boconnock to Liskerd; 
his Majestic lay at Mr. Jeanes. The troopes of life guards marched 6 
myles farther to Southill. Lord Bernard quartered at Mr. Manaton's, 
of Manaton, in this parish. This coate, old, in the hall window:

• This assertion, so entirely destitute of proof, may be attributed to the prejudice of 
the writer against his opponents. Sir Richard Buller of Shillingbam, the son of Mr. 
Franois Buller, was one of the members of tbe " rebel ** Parliament. Tbe Visitation of 
1620 contains the family pedigree, from which it appears that, although tbegrand£Bkther of 
Sir Richard became seated in Cornwall by his marriage with a coheiress of Trethurffe, he 
was, ncTertheless, descended from a long line of ancestors (eight generations are given) in 
Somersetshire, and these " matches " so flippantly pronounced to be *' fitlse ^* are recorded 
in that pedigree.

Thursday, Sept. 6^ His Majestic marched from Liskerd in Corn- 
wall, to Tavestock, com. Devon, neare Plymouth. Two tr[oops] at 
Peter Tavie parish, three myles farther. This day Sir Richard 
Grenvile, by the King's appointment, sent a trumpet in his Majesties 
name to Plymouth to render the towne. 

Friday 6°. The trumpeter returned with this answer, but first 
abused and imprisoned : that they would send an answere by one of 
their drummers. 

Taybstock Church, com. Devon. 

East window, south yle, chancel, this, not old: 

Quarterly, I. quarterly, 1 and 4, a lion rampant, on a chief three escallops

In the churchyard, two tombes for the Eadfords, lately buried, no 
great estate.

Three myles from Tavestock is a small village called Samford 
[Sampford Spiney] ; in the church nil. The manor belongs to Sir 
Francis Drake, nephew and heir to Sir Francis D. the seaman. 

Munday the 9*^ Sept. His Majestic with his troopes of guard, &c. 
and foot army went to Rubert [Roborough] Downe neare the Beacon, 
four myles from Plymouth. The Queenes regiment of horse, com* 
manded by Sir John Campsfeild their colonel, was sent to face the 
towne. Parties of the rebels* horse came out and followed his reare, 
when he drew off at night all to quarters: Lord Bernard's troope to 
Beere parish [Beere Ferrers, vulgo Ferris], an island in Devonshire. 

• These are the amu of Hugh Oldham, Bishop of Exeter. He had frequent disputes 
with the Abbot of Tavistock, whom he excommunicated, and died in 1519.

In the church and chancel windowes, this coate is oflen, exceed- 
ingly old :

Neare this church is an old stone howse, which antiently was very 
large; a towre imbattayld standing, now habitable; 'tis the manor 
howse. 

Mounljoy Blount, Earle of Newport, is owner of this island, worth 
lOOOZ. per annum. 

In this island of Beere are many silver mynes : none els knowne 
but in this place. The other mjmes round about in Cornwall and 
the adjacent part of Devon are all tynn. These tinn mynes have not 
been used since Queene Elizabeth's time ; they are of vast depth. 

Tuesday, 10 Sept. His Majesties army and Prince Maurice's of 
foot, and some horse, marched towards Plymouth, and with the 
Queenes regiment of horse, Earle of Northampton's regiment, and 
the 3 troopes of the life guards. 

At 12 of the clock both armyes of foot marched with drums 
beating and colors flying and tooke possession of the ground neare 
the workes, under mercy of the enemyes cannon, which played upon 
them as they went. Wee planted many of our cannon under a hedge 
within little more then halie cannon shott. Many great shott on 
both sides. 

Wednesday kept the same ground. In the morning the King sent 
one of his owne trumpets with propositions of treaty, whome they 
kept that day. 

At night the King sent a drummer for the same purpose. 

Thursday the retume of those two was expected. At night the 
trumpet returned, much abused, and would have taken away his 
horse, and told him they would hang him if he came agen. 

Friday came newes to the leaguer that Barnstaple, a garrison of 
the rebells in this county, of their yeilding to his Majestic, leaving 
their armes, &c. and marche away with colors, &c. 

Satterday 15° September. In the night our soldjers gave the

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enemy strong alarmes and cryd, Fall on, fall on the enemy. Shott 
thousands of musket, and m£|.ny pieces of cannon, as was the severall 
night before. Betweene 6 and 7 morning his Majesties army, &c. 
with drums beating, and colors flying, marched oflf, leaving the seige. 
But Sir Richard Grenvill, with 30 or 40 Cornish, is appointed to lye 
at Plymton and make workes to stopp them from foraging into the 
country. 

This morning the rogues followed the rcare commanded by Lord 
Northampton ; little or no hurt, onely the basest language. 

The King's regiment to their quarters at Peter Tavie. His 
Majestic to Tavestock that night in Mr. Glanvile's howse in the towne. 

Munday, 17° September. The King with his troopes of guard, 
(over whome the Lord Bernard Stuart is made Captain Generall, and 
of all his Majesties horse guards, by commission dated at Boconnock 
Aug. 20, 1644,) marched by Lidford this day, where the water runs 
so low and deepe under the bridge before you come to the towne as 
'tis scarce to be scene unles in one place betweene two craggy rocks. 

In this towne is the Stannary Court, kept properly for the tyn 
myners, but brings in alL A court of vast priviledges. A maior 
towne, about 16 or 18 bowses in it. 

His Majestic lay this night at Okehampton, the howse he lay in 
as he came into the West. Rattenbury, an attorney, owes it. The 
troope at North Tawton, 5 myles farther, 

Okehampton Church, com. Devon.

Wee have considered your Feticion and receive it as a thing very well 
becoming you to expresse to us a sence of the misfortune of a person who hath 
so long commanded you, as the Lord Wilmott hath done, in so eminent a charge 
as that of Leiftenant- General of our Horse, Sithence wee assure you that the 
occasion wee had to sett so great a marke of our displeasure upon one so 
highly trusted and favoured by us, is an affliction to ourselfe not inferior to the 
greatest which his best freind can conceive by the effects of it. And wee shall 
expect that you will be so kind to us in your beleife either of our justice, or 
prudent care at least of our owne interest, as to be confident that at a season 
when the cheerfulnes and unanimity in our service (wherewith all of you have 
hitherto so eminently obliged your King,) is so much more necessary then it 
hath bin almost at any time, wee should not have done an act that might 
hazard the discontenting many had wee not bin forced to it by the assu- 
rance that it was absolutely necessarie to the preservation of us all. And 
though in such cases, wherein a Crowne lyeth at the stake uppon the decision 
of a battaile, a small suspition is grownd enough for Princes to remove any 
person but doubted from such a trust, whereby he had power so easily to 
destroy all, yet so desirous are wee to give full satisfaction unto you whose 
meritt of us hath bin such that we must ever profes no king did ever owe more 
to gentlemen and officers, that wee have thought fitt to annexe hereunto a 
declaracion of the causes of the Lord WLllmot*s removall from our trust, being 
onely sorry for this, that we are urged by your desires to publishe more then 
perhaps we ever intended to the unfaithful nes and ingratitude of a person whome

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we had not onely trusted so long and so far, but also so highly and so many 
severall wayes obliged, that it is a great improvement of greife and trouble 
to us, that, when it shall please God by your meanes to restore us to our 
rights, wee can scarce ever hope for power to doe it proportionablie to the rest 
of you. Given at our Court at Boconnock, Cornwall. 

The Chasge. 
That the Lord Wilmott hath endeavoured principally these three moneths 
last past to possesse the officers of his Majesties army with a disvalew and con- 
tempte of his Majesties person; and secondly with prejudice against the since- 
rity of his Majesties intentions for the good of his people; and thirdly an 
endeavour as far as in him lay to draw men to revolt from their allegiance, 
and particularly hath used discourses and persuasions to this effect, and to 
persons of charge, power, and creditt in the army. 

1. That the King (he saw) would putt all the power into his nephewes 
hands. 

2. That rather then suffer it they should (fur his part he would) make him 
submitt to the Parliament. 

And to others to this effect : — 

1. That the King was afraid of Peace. 

2. That he was not a man ever to goe thorough with these buisinesses. 

3. That there was no way but one, which was, to sett up the Prince, who had 
no share in the causes of these troubles. 

4. That he (the Pr.) should declare against those about his father, wherein 
all honest men would stick to him and so putt an end to all. 

5. That the said Lord Wilmott hath without his Majesties knowledge sent 
secret messages of dangerous nature unto the Earle of Essex, particularly, 1. 
It being resolved by his Majestic that a privat message should be sent to the 
Earle of Essex from a person of honour, to whome the said Earle professeth 
respect, inviteing him to send two persons of most trust with him to meet and 
confer with the said person of honour and another of whome the said Earle 
was beleived to have a good opinion ; and the instructions to the messenger, 
one who had a free excesse to the Earle of Essex, being punctually drawne at 
a private counsell, (at which the Lord Wilmott was present,) with precise 
directions that the messenger should know no more of the buisines, or deliver 
any thing concerning the publique but what was sett downe by unanimous con- 
sent of that counsell and attested by the Secretary of State ; the said Lord 
Wilmott notwithstanding desired the said messenger to commend him kindly 
to the Earle of Essex, and to tell him from him that he had many good freinds

most false of a partie in his Majesties army and of such division betwixt that 
and the Court,) bene probably the cause of that insolent retume which the said 
Earle hath made unto his Majesties most gracious lettre, which he vouchsafed 
to write him with his owne hand to invite him to peace, and so frustrated 
the great hopes which his Majestic had raysed to himselfe, by such a letter, of 
saving a further effusion of bioud and procureing a happy accomodacion, whereof, 
had there bene the least hopes left, his Majestic hath declared that he would 
have connived at these of W., yea, at greater crymes.

WlUHOTT. 

I doubt not but my actions, and the losse of what I have in his Majesties 
service, might satisfie the world of my integrity and respect to his Majesties 
person and dignity, if I should onely insist on that ; but, since my accusers 
intends to prove the contrary by the averment of persons of charge, power, and 
creditt in the army, I am confident *tis a right 1 owe my owne innocence and 
a civility to men of their quality, wholly and absolutely to refer myselfe to the 
justice and integrity of their testimonies, without endeavouring to assure the 
world from myselfe of my owne innocencie, though I dowbt not, whensoever it 
shall please the King to call me to publique triall (which I am promised 
will be speedily), I shall be able to make that appeare with as much clearnes 
to the whole world, as I now find in the private satisfaction of my owne 
conscience. But, since some persons have interested themselves in my justifica- 
cion, I conceive myselfe obliged to satisfy their desires in this general! accompt. 
For the present, I must in the first place rejoyce with them that the malice it 
selfe of my accusers can suggest nothing of practice against me. The height of 
my pretended offences (were they confessed by me or proved by them) reacheth 
noe farther then words, though of such nature as arc as disagreable to my 
loyalty and duty, as they were alwayes distant either from my intentions or 
expressions. Till my adversaries find out a way to make good as well as to 
accuse, I must require from the justice of all persons (since my here in all 
points fully contradicted these pretended accusacions) a suspension of judgment, 
and desire they would not put the forged suggestions of mine enemyes in equall 
ballance to the endeavors of my whole life, and oflen hazard of it, which, if his 
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Majestie had thought fitt, he might have found would have bene still con- 
tinued in as full and faithfull a degree in his Majesties service as ever. The 
truth is, my affections have alwajes enclyned to peace, but (I take God to wit- 
nes) such a one as might have agreed with the honour of the King and the 
happines of the countrey. And though my intentions are not to recriminate^ 
yet, in order to mine owne justificacion and acquitement, I must take leave to 
say, I doe more then feare that it agreeth not with the inclinacion of some persons 
so fully as I could wish, which I take to be the principall cause of my present 
condicion. But I have onely undertaken to cleare myselfe ; may each man's 
particular faults light on his owne head ! Whosoever shall abstract the substance 
from the copiousnes and subtill aggravacoins of language, I am confident will 
find, whatever dresse they may be able to putt upon it, the groundworke of their 
accusacions to bee cleerely nothing but a too violent expressing mine^inclinacion 
unto Peace. Whether I have ever sought further then my all^iance and 
duty to his Majestie allowed of, or my obligacion to my countrey might exact 
from me, I must refer to my publique answere. In the meane time, I desire 
and doubt not that all good men will be satisfied with this profession and pro- 
testacion : — 

That I never had a private treaty, nor ever spake anything to the prejudice 
of the publique cause. That if there could be a meane found out to reconcele 
the just interest of the King and Kingdome, such as might become an honest 
and well affected man to appeare in, I am sure I should be very forward to 
engage all myne assistance, and shall thinks it an action I may very well justifie 
to God, my King, and all honest men ; In which resolucion I meane to live 
and dye.

Sir Richard Grenvil hanged the high constable and then asked 
the Prince. 

Sir Robert Cooke [Coke] of Ebsham owes this manor of Dorison, 
and hath the guift of the parsonage. 

Measure of the bushell in this county at Blandford is twenty-four 
quarts to the bushell, six quarts the peck. 

Friday, 1 1th of October. Sir Bernard Astley with 3000 foot went 
to Portland against Weymouth, 18 myles from Blandford. 

Also Sir Richard Grenvil with his 600 men retooke Saltash from 
the Plymouthians, killed 200 of 500; they all refused quarter; the 
rest (as he sent word to the King) he would hang.* 

Two troopes came from Waller and told he was but 1,600, and 
6 myles beyond Salisbury, toward Amesbury ; were enterteyned by 
Lord Bernard, and quartered, and the next night ran away agen« 

Sunday, 13. His Majestic went to church at Blanford. 

Branston [Bryanston] Church, stands neare Mr. Rogers his howse;

Exeter. 

In the south window, not very old, supported by a greyhound, 
this in forme of a banner:

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Friday 18 October, 1644. His Majestle, &c. left Sarum and 
marched toward Andevor, Waller's forces being then in Andevor. 
Generall Goring raysed a forlorne of horse, consisting of about 200 
gentlemen that were spare commanders of horse, beate them out of 
Andevor, took Carr a Scot colonel^ and another captain, a Scott, 
that died, who a little before his death rose from under the table, 
saying he would not dye like a dog under a table, but sate downe 
upon a chayre, and ymediatly dyed of his wounds. Tooke about 
80 prisoners, followed the chase of them two miles, who all ran in 
great confusion. Had not night come so soone, it might have made 
an end of Waller's army, for our intention was to engage them, but 
they disapointed our hopes by their heeles. 

This night the King lay at the White hart in Andevor; the whole 
army in the feild. 

Satterday, as soone as light, the army marched after the enemy. 
The King lay at Whitchurch at Mr. Brookes his howse that night.

Mr. Robert Wallop lives at Husbome Prior, a faire old howse and 
large parke with many ewe trees. Sir Henry Wallop, father to 
Robert, bought it of Sir Robert Oxenbridge. 

Regiment of horse guards lay at Long-parish Satterday night* 

Sunday the whole army was marching, but they received orders 
to retume to their quarters. 
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Newes that 500 Scots were killed by the Irish in Scotland. The 
Scots sent five regiments from the seige of Newcastle. Crowland 
taken for the King. A party of the King's horse went and releived 
Donyngton Castle, neare Newbury. 

The reason of the King's stay was for Generall Ruthin, who 
was behind, as also Earle of Cleveland, who was coming from the 
releife of Portland Castle, and a very wett foi^enoone.

Munday 21 October. His Majestie, &c left Whitchuieh^ the 
generall rendesvouz upon the Downe neare Kingsmill's howse 
[at Sidmonton]. 

His Majestic lay at King's-Cleere, 7 myle from Basing; the 
troope at Newtowne; the head quarters of the horse at Newbery. 
This day the enemy, viat. Essex, Manehester, Waller^ were with all 
their forces, and made assault upon Basing. On Tuesday the 
gelierall rehdesvouz Was upo6 Red-heath, neare NeWbery. fiis 
Majestic knighted Sit John Bojrs upon the hill^ the Qoteriior df 
Denny ngtdn Castle^ that was so iniich battered, and so ofte& sett 
upon by all their forces at seyerall times. 

Sir John Boys is Leiftenant^Colonel to the Earle Rivers^ who is 
the cheife goTcmor. 

The King lay at Mr. Duns [The Iter Garolinum says DtooH, but 
? Dunch] his howse in Newbery ; the treope at Welfdrd^ the iHd&o^ 
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belonging to Mr. Hinton ^W^ uxoris; a faire habitacion, com. 
Berks. 

Dennington or Demyston Castle, com. Berks., was the habitacion 
of Mr. Packer,^ who bought it of Mr. Ghamberlajme,^ and antiently 
the seate of Gfeoffiry Chaucer the poet. It was iairely adorned 
with tall trees, lately cut downe. 

Wednesday 23 of October. This day was two yearq was Keynton 
fight. The armyes did not march this day. 

These quarterings are often in the windowes of Dennyngton Castle : 

Qnarterly, 1 and 4, Barry of ten argent and gides, over all a lion rampant 
or, crowned per pale gules and argent [Bbahdon] ; 2 and 8, Quarterly ;

Divers lyon's heads also, ^nd this motto very often :

During the often assaults and batteries of this castle, the governor 
lost but one man within the walls, and three that made a sallye, but 
killd many of the rebells. These also in the same windowes : 

A rose per pale gules and argent, crowned or, within the garter 

[Badge op Henbt VII.]. 
Three bats displayed. " q. de colore." 
The men within the castle were the Earle of Rivers his regiment, 
about 200, and 25 horse, 4 peice of cannon. The enemy made a 
great open battery with their hundreds of 36 pounds bullets, toto 
a 500 and odd bullets; most of them 36Ib. some 6, some 12. 

Thursday October 24. The horse army marched most part of 
Tuesday night, and met at the rendesvouz between Newbery and 
Dennyngton Castle, and about 10 of the clock all returned, both 
horse and foot, to their quarters. The reason was 'cause the enemy

The enemy moved their body toward Reading on Tuesday. 

Dennington Castle hath three hundreds, out of which he [se. the 
governor] weekely receives contribucion, viz. Kimbry [Kintbury] 
Eagle 20 parishes, Faire Crosse 14 parishes, and Compton hundreds 
8 parishes; besides Newbery is in too. These found him beds, and 
weekely payment for the building the workes, which cost about 
lOOOZ. Faire Crosse hundred paid about 601. a weeke. 

KiNGBURT [Kintbuky] Church, com. Berks.

Upon a flat stone, chancel, the pictures of a man and woman in 
brasse, these: 

Three dexter gauntlets, a crescent for difference [Guntek.]. 
Mr. John Gunter and Alice his wife, buried 2 Jan. 1624, aged 89. 

He lived where Sir John Darel now lives. 

Sir John Darel's estate 300/. per annum. 

Friday 25. The rebells ' whole army appeared upon the hills on 
the east side of Newbery, the place where the last yeares fight 
was.* 

The King's army was drawne out upon the bottome between 

' Query if not more south-east, viz. on Greenbam Common, whei«, as well as on the 
Wash Common, the battle took place. 
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Newbury and Denington Castle. Noe action all this day. Toward 
night both sides fired upon one another from the hedges on their 
side of the river. Wee at night retired to the passe and kept it all 
night; by that meanes there was shooting all night. 

Satterday. They appeared more playne upon the hill and drew 
out some foot. Cannon on both sides played very much. They 
lay quiet all night, but 

Sunday. as soone as day they put over a tertia of foot over a 
bridge they made in the night, intending to surprize one of our guards. 
But that guard retreated to the next; and joyned, fell upon them, 
being nothing considerable in number, made their two bodyes retreat, 
killed some, tooke about 40 pri8onei*s and a 100 armos: then they lay 
quiet till 3 aftemoone, onely our cannon and theirs playd. 

About 3 they approached with their mayne bodyes of foot and 
horse on the top of the hill towards Welford, from Newbury, where 
wee had a worke with 4 peicc of cannon and 400 foot. Gave hott 
fires, and, notwithstanding our cannon swept off many, they came on 
and tooke the worke [on] the hill, and some more of our cannon. 
This heate of fireing continued till 9 of the clock thcrabouts. At the 
same instant they made as hott an aproach on the other side upon Mr. 
Dolman's howse, which Colonel Lisle kept with a 1000 musqueteeres, 
but were beate off, with the lossc of their cannon and ground, and 
(blank) prisoners. 

About the same time, 4 of the clock, their bodyes of horse ap- 
proached towards our field at the bottome of the hill ueare the 
church called [Shaw], and one body came into our feild, [and] 
charged Sir John Campsfeld's regiment, which stood them most 
gallantly. The King's regiment being neare, drove at them, which 
made them wheele off in confusion, and followed them in the chase, 
made all their bodyes of horse run in confusion, killed many, besides 
musqueteers that had lyned the hedges and playd upon us in the 
chase till wee cutt their throats. Before these horse came up to us, 
while our regiment stood on the brinke of the hill, their mus- 
queteers killed Mr. Jones, of the King's troope.

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Sir John, now Colonel Campsfeild, Queen's regiment of horse, 
raysed in Lancashire. Leift.-Colonel Crofts. Major Sir John 
Campsfeild, now Colonel, knighted for Oney [Olney] buisnes, com. 
Northton., at [illegible] neare Newport Pannell. 

1. Captain Jerves Cleflon, (Lane.) brought 60 men. 

2. Captain George Markham, de com. Nott., raysed 70 men. 

3. Captain Sherbo Franc, Queen's page, which was Captain Sir 
John Smyth's troope. 

4. Captain Gotie Franc, 60 men. 

Raysed when the Queene landed at Burlington Bay. Toto 500. 
Crofts was Leift.-Colonel, Lord Jermin was Colonel, and Camps- 
feild Major. 

Three of the Queenes troope and one of Sir Thomas Wilford's. 

The Earle of Cleveland before our charge was taken prisoner, and 
most of his officers hurt and killed, his men beaten, being over- 
powered with horse and foot. 

This night, after day spent an howre, his Majestic sent for his 
regiment and guard and went off the feild to Dennington Castle, 
stayd there halfe an howre, and saw the infinite shooting of 
musquets on both sides in all places. Not confident of the good suc- 
cess, marched with his regiment all that night towards Bath, and 
reacht it by 4 aftemoone next day, made it 50 myles sans rest : 
being earnestly persuaded by the Generals to doe soe, notwithstand- 
ing his resolution he openly expressed to the lords that he would 
charge with his troope and dye with their lordships in the feild. 

He was accompanied this sad night with Prince Charles, Duke of 
Richmond, Earls of Lindsey [and] Berkshire, Lord Capel, Earle of 
Newport, &c. 

Tuesday, Generall Ruthyn, after he had safely brought off the 
army and sent them towards Wallingford, came to the King to 
Bath, but his lady was taken by the way. 

Wednesday, 30 October, his Majestie, with Prince Rupert's horse, 
being about 3 or 400, 600 foot he had about Bath, and his owne 
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regiment, marched from Bath that night to Sheraton, and lay there, 
com. Wiltes. 

Thursday to Cirencester, com. Gloucester. 

Friday, 1 November, his Majestic, Prince Charles, and King's 
troope from Cirencester to Oxford that night, 32 myles. By the way, 
the King mett a messenger from Generall Gerard, that his forces 
consisting of above 3,000 were at hand. At this time our army was 
quartered at Woodstock, Witney, Burford, &c. The enemyes foot 
were besieging of Dennington Castle. 

Satterday, 2** Novembris, the army lay still — tiU Tuesday. 

Killed in the fight at Newbery on the King*s side were Colonel 
Sir William Sellinger (St. Leger), Leift.-Colonel Leake, Captain 
Tophand of horse. 

His Majesty, when he came to Oxford, knighted Colonel Gage 
for his good service of releiving Banbury and Basing, and Sir Peter 
Browne of his owne troop. 

Munday night, in the presence at Christchurch, he knighted 
Leift.-Colonel Anthony Greene, Deputy Governor of Banbury Castle, 
and Captaine Charles Waldron(Walrond), both for their service in 
keeping that castle so long bravely against the rebells. 

Tuesday, 6® Novembr. Bp. Arm. pr. ante R. at Christch. [t. e. 
Dr. Usher, bishop of Armagh, preached before the King at Christ- 
church] . 

Wednesday, a generall rendesvouz of all the King's armyes upon 
Shottover Greene. 

This rendesvouz consisted of his Majesties owne army. Prince 
Maurice, Prince Rupert's, Generall Gerard's, and Colonel Sir [Henry] 
(Jage, who commanded the Queenes regiment of foot out of Oxford, 
and Colonel Hawkins his regiment. Toto 15,000 horse and foot. 

At his Majesties being at Oxford this time. Prince Rupert was 
made Leift.-Generall of all the King's armyes under Prince Charles, 
and the Lord Generall Ruthyn, Earl of Brainford [Brentford], was 
made Lord Chamberlayne to Prince Charles, Sir William Bronkard 
[Brounker] Vice-Chamberlayne.

His Majestic returned to Oxford on Wednesday night; the army 
marched on towards Wallingford. This night Lord Brainford lost 
most of his ledd-horses; taken by the enemy. 

Tliursday [Nov. 7] his Majestie marched out of Oxford and ore- 
tooke the army: all went that night to Wallingford, sans quarters. 

Friday to Ilsley, com. Berks. This night also sans quarters in the 
fcild, and sans provision this day. 15 taken there. 

Satterday, before day, his Majestie marched and gott to Ben- 
nington Castle about one of the clock. 

The enemy betimes in the morning drew off theire men betweene 
us and the Castle. About two of the clock all the King's army was 
drawne downe by the Castle over the river and pitcht in Batalia in 
the playne on the last ground wee had before, a body of horse and 
a body of foot rangd togeather. About 4 the enemy drew of New- 
bery two bodyes of horse and lyned a hedge with musqueteers, played 
upon our horse with their cannon as they marched up to them. 
And because the Queen's regiment of horse was drawne within 
danger of some musqueteers which they drew down below Mr. [Dol- 
man's] howsc, which Colonel Lisle last kept for us, and a body of 
the encmyes horse drew boldly out, the Prince Eupert commanded 
the Queen's regiment of horse and Prince Maurice his regiment of 
horse to charge them, who no sooner drew up to them but the rebells 
wheeled off behind their owne cannon and musqueteers, which 
galld that body of ours. Captain FitzMaurice killed of the Prince's 
regiment, and divers more killed and hurt. Their cannon playd on 
both sides and their musquets: little hurt on our side. A musquet 
bullet in volley shott the King's horse in the foot as he stood before 
his owne regiment in his armes. 

It growing night, the whole army marched off in full bodies^ 
drums beating and colors flying, trumpets pratling their marches, 
all in the face of the enemy, who followed not but with some 
piquering rogues. Our army drew up to the castle hill, and lay in 
the feild all night; the King lay in the castle. 

Sunday morning, the King toke (blank) peices of his cannon which 
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he left the last time in the castle. The wheeles of the cariages were 
then throwne downe without the pallizadoes.* Releived this 
castle, and marched off with his whole army to Lamborne, com. 
[Berks], that night, 8 myles. Some of the enemy followed the reare, 
but Prince Rupert sett some horse in a barne and they fell behind 
them, the others chargd before them, killed 15, and tooke more. 
King's troope quartered at Wanborough, 6 myles from Lamborne.

Mimday 1 1th of November. The whole army rested, most part of it 
being in a rich countrey, the vale of White-horse, a deepe black soyle. 

Tuesday, though a miserable wett windy day, the army moved 
over the playnes to Marlingsborough, where the King lay at the 
Lord Seymour's howse; the troopes to Fyfield, two myles distant, 
a place so full of a grey pibble stone of great bignes as is not 
usually scene; they breake them and build their howses of them and 
walls, laying mosse betweene, the inhabaitants calling them Saracens' 
stones, and in this parish, a myle and halfe in length, they lye so 
thick as you may goe upon them all the way. They call that place 
the Grey-weathers, because a far off they looke like a flock of sheepe. 

The difference of stones and quarries of stones in the West of 

England. 

Dorsetshire stone is a white chalke, and quarries of the same ; their 
churches are built of it, with low bft)ad steeples generally; and 
divide the lands with it. 

Somersetshire, about Martock, &c. a brave hard free stone of an 
umber colour; thereabouts and generally over all the countrey^ the 
fiiirest churches in the West. About the northern parts a whiter free 
stone, very plenteous ; all or most of the closes encompassed with 
them as a wall. 

Devonshire. The stones about Exeter are red, like the soyle; the 
churches in Exeter are built of it. The ordinary howses there are of 
the soyle mingled with straw, without posts. Such stone and soyle 
as about Worcester. 

Cornwall. At Launceston, and so generally all over, a blew slate; 
and the doores, postes, and comeres of a hard shining stone, course, 
the grayne not much unlike grey marble. About Liskerd quarries, 
the blew slate, very large. 
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Ftheld Chukch. Nul. 

OvEBTON Chubch, a myle farther west of Fyfield. Nul. Earle 
of Pembroke is lord of it. 

In a howse in Fifield these coates, sett up in Henry VIII.'s time : 

Quarterly, France and England, within a wreath of rosce, thereon the 

monogram HR, the whole surmounted by a crown. 
Or, a chevron azure between three roses gules. 
Or, on a fess azure, between three hares courant sable, three martlets argent. 

Dymer sett them up and lived in this howse. 

Friday, 15 November, two Welchmen of 140 were hangd at 
Marlingsborough for running away. 

Satterday a commanded party of horse and foot marched towards 
(blank), 

Friday, Prince Rupert, because the King would not give him 
command over the guards, did give the King his command, and 
asked leave to leave the kingdom. The King consented ; he required 
a passe, and the King denyed, because he would be not scene to con- 
sent to his going. It was all quiett that day, but his highnes yeilded 
to the King's resolucion. 

Thursday before Lord Wentworth gave up his commission of 
Major-Grenerall of the horse. 

Newes that the Scotts were beaten by the Irish in Scotland. 

Sunday, 17® Novembris, left Marlingsborough, and that night 
the King lay at Hungerford, com. Berks, seven myles, five myles 
short of Newbery, where the head-quarters of the enemy was. The 
King's troopc at Chilton, a myle from Hungerford. Mr. Packer, who 
owes Denyngton, and was Secretary to the Duke of Buckingham, 
owes a pretty faire howse. A little on the left hand this dayes 
march, wee left Kamsbury, the faire seate of the Earle of Pembrooke. 
Wee marched thorough a forest belonging to the Marques of Hertford. 

Chilton Foliott Church. 
Upon the ground in the chancel lyes the statue of a knight in 
mayle armour, neck, armes, and legs, the body covered with a loose 
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coate. Upon his left arme a shield, his right hand drawing his 
sword, and his right leg over the left; under his head a pillow, at 
his feet a lyon. 

The recumbent figure of a Knight Templar in chain mail, his feet resting 
upon a lion. 

The traditionary relation of the inhabitants call him Foliott, 
called Chilton Foliott from him ante Conq. Sir Henry Foliot.* 

The body of the church newly built, no shield or any other monu- 
ments. Popham owes the manor of Chilton. 

Popham, descended of Judge Popham, owes a faire large seate, 
halfe a myle distant from this, the manor of Littlecott, with a parke. 

Samsbvby Church. 

In the chancel lyes a flat stone, in the midst the demy picture of a 
preist, two shields, and the inscription is circumscribed in old French 
letters; darke at night, could not rcade them.^ 

Another adjoining, the picture of a man in armour inlayed in 
brasse, two shields and the inscription circumscribed, but all the 
brasse is stolnc. 

Another, arched, of marble, and altar tombe with pictures, shields, 
and inscription, which were in the side inlayed, but all the brasse gone. 

No shields in the windowes. 

The manor is the Earle of Pembroke's, a faire square stone howse, 
a brave seate, though not comparable to Wilton, and a fine parke, 
two myles from Chilton, com. Wiltes. 

Munday the army mett at a rendesvouz, and returned to their old 
quarters. The enemy on Munday left Xewbery, and marched neare 
Basing. 

Tuesday, 19 November, the army marched. His Majestic lay at 
Great Shefford in the old manor howse of Mr. Browne, Esq. com.

This day in the march a soldjer 
hangd for plunder, but the rope broke. 

Lord B. and troope at Little Fawley, the neate and faire habitacion 
of the Lady Moore, wife to Sir Henry.* This day Colonel Gage was 
sent towards Basing to releive it, with 1 ,000 horse. 

Colonel Lunsford we heard went out of Oxford with 500 horse, 
and drew towards Middlesex, to fetch in, &c. 
Painted over the porch at Lady Moore's howse : 
Argent, a moor-cock sable [Moobe]. Motto, Regi et legi. 
The same; impaling, Argent, a saltire engrailed gules, a chief azure, 
" TwiTTYE." Suum cuique pulchrum. 

Champion all this part of Berks. 

He that built this howse was Serjeant Moore, temp. D. Egerton 
Cane. : Sir Henry was his son, Nothing but Moore's coate in the 
church of Fawley. 

Wednesday the King marched to Wantage, 5 myles. 
Thursday to Faringdon : the King lay at Sir Robert Pye's howse 
neare the church. The troope lay Wednesday night at Kingston Lisle, 
4 myles from Wantage. Hyde is lord of it, a faire howse. 
Ego absens.

West window church : 
Quarterly, France and England. 
Gules, on a quarter indented per pale or a rose gules. 
Sable, three bells argent. 
Middle yle of the church, upon a brasse, and the picture of a man 
and woman :

Here lyeth Sir Edward Unton, Knt. of the noble order of the Bathe i who 
married Ann Countesse of Wanvick, daughter to Edward Seymer, 
Duke of Somerset and Protector of England, by which he had five sons, 
whereof three dyed younge in the life of their father; two, namely 
Edward and Henry, oncly survived, and succeeded him, the one after 
the other, in their father's inheritance ; and two daughters, Ann, mar- 
ried to Sir Valentine Knightley, Kt. and Cecyll married to John Went- 
worth, Esq. He died in the (blank) yeare of the raighue of Qu. El. Sir 
Henry Unton, Knight, second son, erected this monument.*^

Satterday, Novembris 23. His Majestic left the army in their 
severall quarters about Faringdon, and with his regiment of horse 
went that day to Oxon. Prince Rupert with a commanded party of 
the King's troope, and as many out of each of the other two, and a 
party commanded by Sir Marmaduke Langdale, gave a strong 
alarme to Abingdon, then under the government of Browne the 
fiaggot-monger. Skirmishing on both sides; little hurt. They came 
out in four bodyes, neare 200 horse. 



When the King's army was in Cornwall, the infantry was divided 
into three tertias, and every tertia should consist of three bri- 
gades, and thus they continued the march backe againe.

The Marches, Moovings, and Actions of the Boyall 
Army, his Majesty being personally present, from his 
coming out of his Winter Quarter at Oxford, May 7» 
1646, till the end of August following. 

TTiursday, April 24, 1645. Crom well's horse and dragoons 
ruined some of our horse that quartered about Islip, of the Lord 
of Northampton's command. 21 buried in Islip. 18 men buried 
in (blank) over against Kidlington ; and this day they demanded the 
delivery up of Bletchingdon, a howse belonging to Sir Thomas Cog- 
hill, wherin Colonel Windibanke had 200 foot, sans workes, and 
provision onely for two or three days. This aftemoone, one [of] 
the Oxford troopes kept the bridge of Gossard [? Gosford]. At night 
came some commanded foot out of Oxford, thither; also Colonel 
Palmer's regiment of horse. 

About two or three of the clock, Friday morning, the colonel 
valiantly gave up the howse and all his armes, &c., besides 50 horse 
that came in thither for shelter; and this without a shott. 

Friday, in the aftemoone, he was condemned by a councell of warr 
to dye; and those that were hiscouncellorsand advisers, viz., Leift.- 
Colonel Hutchinson, Major Eamley, Mr. Eedes, were disabled for 
ever bearing armes any more. 

Satterday morning. Wallingford troope came to Oxford to releife 
the Lord of Northampton, &c. Some horse and foot came from 
Farringdon from Colonel Lisle's garrison, and all the horse in Oxford 
were to be drawne out (and many horses were this day plundered 
upon that pretence). 

When we had drawn out and marched, newes came that the 
enemy was gone. We returned to our severall quarters. At seven 
of the clock the Queenes troope of Life Guard was beate up, and 60 
horses taken, but [only] 6 men. 
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On Sunday the enemy pursued Lisle's men, and took and killed 
neare 200 of them. 

This aftemoone also many foot and horse were drawne out of 
Oxford. 

Satterday 3d of May. Colonel Winnibanke was shotte to death, 
after he was reprived from Wednesday before. 

This Satterday Cromwell's forces removed from before Farring- 
don, els if they had stayd Prince Rupert and Generall Goring had 
falne upon them ; they were twice repulsed by Farringdon men, with 
great losse to them. 

Sunday morning, May 4. Prince Rupert and Prince Maurice 
came to Oxford. Generall Goring came on Munday. 

Wednesday May 7. His Majestic left Oxford, attended with 
Prince Rupert, Prince Maurice, Earl of Lindsey, Duke of Richmond, 
and Earl of Northampton. His troope and the Queenes lay that 
night at Woodstock. 

Woodstock Church. 

In the west window of the church four pictures kneeling, large, 
with the armes of France and England quarterly. 
In scrolls over their heades :

f. 34, Coll. Arm.] 

Thursday, May 8. This morning at one of the clock an alarme 
waked us, and at daybreake the King marched with his 4 peices of 
cannon, 8 boates in cariages, &c. : vizt. all manner of amunition, his 
troopes of life guard and foot regiment, the Earle of Northampton's 
regiment of horse, Sir Thomas Dalyson's regiment of horse, and 
part of the regiment of Lifeguard in the van ; amunition, &c. next, 
then his Majestic, &c. Earl of Northampton in the reare. 

Neare Stow on the Would, wee joyned Prince Rupert's army of 
horse and foot, eighteen myles. The King quartered at Stow on the 
Would. This morning Generall Goring tooke forty of Cromwell's 
horse prisoners, and two colonels, neare Burford, which newes 
saluted us in Woodstocke Parke. Newes that Sir Thomas Fairfax 
was marched with his body to releive Taunton. Troop at Maw- 
guresbury [Mangersbury]. 

Mr. Chamberlayne lives here, under his grandfather Sir Wil- 
liam Chamberlayne. sebtiendo gotierno. 

Colonel Sir Marmaduke Roydon is come to Farringdon with his 
foot to be governor there. 

Friday, May 9. His Majestic marched to Evesham, where he 
joyned with the Lord Asteleyes foot, consisting of 3300; in the 
primeir place was Prince Rupert's regiment of foot, consisting of 
500, and ten of these colours: 

Fily bendy argent and sable, in dexter chief point an annulet of tbe last. 
[A banner.] 

Colonel John Russell commanding this regiment. Major, — 
Mitchell. 
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" Piley bendy argent and sable,*" in bend three annulets. 

It was Colonel Lundsford's regiment (500), raysed in Somerset- 
shire. [This refers to the second banner.] 

This day, Grenerall Groring marched into the West with 3,000 horse. 

300 foot taken out of our garrison of Camden; the howse (which 
was so faire) burnt.* 

The King's troope garrisoned at Child's Wickham in Glouc, three 
myles from Evesham. In the church this onely in the east window : 
Gules, a fess between six cross-crosslets or [Beatjchamf]. 

Horse. Langdale's, which wee mett at Stow, 2,500 ; lifeguards 800. 

Foot. This day wee marched in foot; King's lifeguard 200, 
Colonel Lisle's foot 500, Bard's regiment 300, Prince Rupert's, which 
wee mett at Stow, 1,000, Lord Astleyes 3,300. Toto 5,300. 

Satterday, May 10. The King quartered at Inckburrough Magna, 
com. Wigom. 9 myles from Worcester. 

Ingkb. [Inkbarrow] Church. 

In the south window church, these two, old, in small: 
Argent, within a bordure sable, charged with thirteen estoiles or, a saltire 

gules [Hodinqtozi]. 
The same ; impaling, Argent, on a bend engrailed between two bendlets 
sable three estoiles argent [Thubobtw]. 
In the south yle a monument for [John] Savage, Esq. who lived 
in this parish [at Egeoke]: ob. 1631. 

Argent, six lions rampant sable, 3, 2, and 1 [Savaob]. 
This night an out-howse, where Sir Henry Bard quartered, was 
burnt, and fifteen horses of his, &c. 

Sunday, May 11. The King marched to the rendesvouz of the 
whole army of foot, &c. His Majestic, with his owne regiment of 
foot and horse guards onely, marched to Salt Wiche [Droitwich], 
com. Wigorn. 

The head-quarters of the army this night is at Bromsgrove.

Hawkesley Howse, two myles from Bromsgrove, four myles 
from Edgbaston. 
King: Hartlebury Castle, Bishop of Worcester's howse, four 
myles from Wich, Sir . . Sandys, governor, but his kins- 
man was under him governor. 



His Majestic stayed at Droitwiche till Wednesday. In this time 
his highnes Prince Rupert sate downe before Hawkesley howse; one 
Mr. Middlemore owes it; Lord Astleyes Tertia of foot made the 
approaches (which were left for us with a great deale of advantage 
to us), vizt. bankes, and a lane and trees. 

Captain Backster, troop of horse, was killed here, and some foot* 
soldjers and pioneeres. 

On Wednesday about two of the clock in the aftemoone the King 
left Wiche and went with his guards to the leaguer before Hawkes- 
ley, and just as his Majestic appeared in view it was delivered unto 
the mercy of the Bang and the officers, and that they might be free 
from the insolence of the common soldjers. 

In this howse was a moneth's provision and ammunition, but the 
soldjers would not fight when they perceived it was the King's army. 

Gouge, the son to Dr. Gouge, was the captain of foote and gover- 
nor, and Whichcott commanded the horse. 60 foot, and above 40 
horse. 

After Lord Astley had the pillage of the howse and the soldjers 
prisoners, the howse was sett on fyre. 

This night the King lay at Cofton-hall, two myle off. 
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Thursday at fowre in the morning, the King and the army mett 
neare this howse, the workes slighting. 

These colonels and govemours were this night with his Majestie: 
Colonel Scudamore, govemour of Hereford. 
Colonel Leveson, govemour of Dudley Castle, com. Stafford. 
Colonel Michael Woodhowse, govemour of Ludlow. 
Colonel Leveson's regiment of horse had these three cometts, 
belonging to Dudley Castle: 

Sable, an ostrich or, holding in its mouth a sword proper, and standing on a 

scroll with the motto Hoc hutriob. 
Yert, with a charge somewhat like a sun in splendor. 
A scroll with the letters sa. — sa. 
Earl of Shrewsburyes howse, called Grafton, is within a myle of 
Bromsgrove, com. Wigom. 

The troopes of life-guard quartered this night at (blank). 
Wee marched from four in the morning till six, sans rest. 
This night the King lay at Homley [Himley] hall, com. Staf- 
ford, where now the Lord Ward lives, who is son to Ward sometyme 
goldsmyth [in] London^ which son married the Lady Dudley ; an old 
howse moted. 

In the church of Hombley [Himlet], this is circumscribed on 
a flat stone, with the pictures of two women :

Friday May 16, 1645. The rendesvouz was neare the King's 
quarters, began after four of the clock in the morning here ; one 
soldjer was hangd for mutiny. 

The Prince his head-quarter was at Wulverhampton, a handsome 
towne, one fayre church in it. 
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The King lay at Bisbury [Bushbury], a private sweete village, 
where Squire Gravenor (as they call him) lives ; which name hath 
continued here 120 yeares: before him lived Bisbury of Bisbury. 

In Bisbury church, com. Stafford, in the south yle or chappel 
of the church belonging to the manor-howse, these, old, in glasse: 

Argent, on a fess cotised sable three escallops of the field [Bushbukt]. 

Tliese two pictures and subscription are in the east window of 
this chappel : 

Two kneeling figures of an armed knight and his wife ; the surcoat of 
the knight, which is marked argent, is embroidered with the arms just 
described.

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Tuesday, May 20, 1645. His Majesty with his army removed 
from Chatwyn thorough Drajrton, com. Salop, and lay a myle 
farther. Earl of Lichfield, &c., at Norton, at a howse sometimes 
the habitation of Grosvenor, now Cotton's. 

The King lay at Church his howse in Drayton parish. 

This Grosvenor built it [i. e, the house at Norton] temp. Qu. Mary. 

Azure, a garb or, a creBcent for difference [Gbosvxmob]. " This garb is 
impaled often in this bowse, lately." 

The elder howse of Grosvenor in this county is Bellaport in the 
parish of Norton, com. Salop. 

These are painted in a chamber window of this howse : 

A large cracifiz, before which kneel the effigies of a male and female. 
The male is habited in armour, but without the helmet, and wears a sur- 
coat embroidered with his arms, vis. Argent, a cross flory sable. In the 
upper part of the surcoat there is a slight difference in the charge, being 
per saltire and a cross florj, counterchanged. Over his head is a talbot*s 
head erased or, for crest.

Stafford ; his Majestic lay at Mr. Crompton's howse, a sweet place 
in a fyne parke ; he a rebel. 

Friday the army rested. 

Satterday the 24. Wee marched to Uttoxater. His Majestic lay 
at Sir Thomas Milward's howse at Eaton, in com. Derb. Wee 
marched this day thorough a parke belonging to the Lord Cromwell;

In this march this day wee marched neare Shelford manor, com. 
Nottingh. a faire seate of the Earl of Chesterfield. 

Church at Packington com. Leicester, this coate^ old, north 
window church : 

Three garbs or [colour of field not given]. 

Garrisons in com. Leicestr. 

R. Leicester, the committee of Reb. govemes; Theoph. Gray, 
third brother to the Earl of Kent, writes Govemour: 600 men. 

K. Ashby-de-la-Zouch, Henry Hastings, Baron of Loughborough, 
Gov. the ancient seate of Hastings Earl of Huntingdon. 600 
men. 

R. Cole Overton, a house of the Lord Beaumont's, one myle from 
Ashby.

R. Bagworth House, or a lodge in a parke, the Lady Manors 
[Manners'] howse; five myle from Ashby. 50 men. 

R. Kirkby Belhows [Belars], a howse belonging to Sir Erasmus 
Delafountayne. The men ran away at the newes of Sir Marm. 
Langdale, but came in again, 50 men. 

To all these garrisons above mentioned the yearly contribucion 
amounted to fourscore and seaventeene thousand pounds, within this 
county of Leicester onely. Of late Belvoir Castle has one hundred 
allotted to it out of this shire. And the whole number of men 
were not above 1,500 in all these garrisons. 



Wednesday, May 28, 1645. His Majestie marched with his army 
neare Cole Orton, garrison of the enemyes; then by the Abbey of 
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Ghracedieu, where Sir Thomas Beaumont lives. There remaynes an 
entire church, with cloisters, hall, &c. These coates painted lately 
in one of the chambers:

The head quarters was this night at Loughborough, com. Leicestr* 

His Majestic lay this night at Sir Henry Skipwith's house, called 
Cotes, in the parish of [Prestwould], com. Leicester. 

This day Sir Bichard Willys (and Colonel Villiers), the Governor 
of Newarke, came from thence with 1,200 horse. 

Newes this day that Evesholme was lost — Ajourduy avec T. 2. 

Thursday his Majestic marched and pitcht downe before Leicester 
citty, a garrison of the rebells, and commanded by Theoph. Grey, 
third brother to the Earle of Kent. 

Friday, May 30. His highnes Prince Rupert sent a trumpet (after 
he had shott two great peices at the towne) to summon it for 
his Majestic, offering the burgesses and corporacion pardon, &c. 
They deteyne his trumpet, and about one of the clock afternoone, in 
this interim, the Prince rayses a battery for six great peices upon a 
hill, where sometymes of old had byn such another. About two of 
the clock one of the Leicester trumpets was sent to desire time to 
consider of it till the morrow morning, and to tell him that they 
wondered he would rayse any worke, &c. during this summons. 
His Highnes told the trumpet if he came agen with such another 
errand, he'de lay him by the heels. About half an houre after he 
comes agen with this note directed thus: *' To the Commander 
in Cheife;" desiring time to consider till the morrow morning. 

The Prince commits the trumpet to his Marshall. Still the first 
trumpet they keepe. Then the Prince about three of the clock 

^ Not the ooat of Mohun, nor was there any match of Beaunont and Mohun* 
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sent them an answer in lowder termes; six great peiccs from the fort 
on the south side of the towne playing on a stone wall unlyned, and 
made ere six of the clock a breach of great space. Musketts and 
cannon continually putting us in mind of some thing done. 

The towne of Leicester was cheifely governed by a committee, vizt 
Mr. Huett of Dunton; Mr. Haslerigg; Ludlom, a chandler there; 
Mr. Payne of Medburne; Newton of Houghton, a receiver, sometime 

high constable; Read of Thirlby; Mr. Lewyn; Stanley, a 

mercer there by the West gate. 

Sir Robert Pye of Farringdon came two or three dayes [before] 
into the towne, and was a great meanes of resisting the Prince. 

After the breach was made in the wall by our cannon, by six of 
the clock, they in the towne had gotten up a handsome retrench- 
ment with three flankers, (a great Spanish peice,) within four or five 
yards of the wall. 

All the evening was a generall preparation to assaulte the towne, 
and a little before 12 of the clock in the night this violent storme 
began, and continued till after one. Colonel George Lisle's tertia 
fell on upon the breach; once beate off, and the King sent his foot 
regiment of lifeguards to assist, but they gott fully in before. 

Colonel Bard's tertia fell on with scaling ladders, some neare a 
flanker, and others scaled the home worke before the drawbridge 
on the east side. 

Sir Bernard Asteleyes tertia fell on, on the north side, which is 
the river side, and a draw[bridge] next the abbey. 

Colonel John Russell, with the Prince's regiment of blew cotes, and 
also the Prince's fferelockes, assaulted. 

They sett the Prince's black colours on the great battery within. 
Earl of Northampton's horse about one of the clock were lett in at 
the ports, and they scowred the lyne and towne. In the meane time 
the foot gott in and fell to plunder, so that ere day ftilly open 
scarse a cottage unplundered. There were many Scotts in this 
towne, and no quarter was given to any in the heat. 

More dead bodyes lay just within the lyne farre then without ot 
in the graffe* 
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I told 30 and more at the breach, as many within as without. 
Every street had some. I believe 200 on both sides were not killed. 

Wee lost Colonel St. Greorge. Major Bunnington, gentleman 
pensioner, shott in the eye just as he was on the top of the ladder. 
28 or 30 officers. Major of the Prince Rupert's firelocks. 

The army of horse faced in bodyes all night in severall places. 
About day, about 10 of the enemy gott out and escaped by the river 
side; were followed.

A generall rendesvouz of all his Majesties army this morning at 
Haverburgh at seven of the clock ; wee marched in battalia back 
towards the enemy, who was then very neare ; marching up the 
hills, wee discovered some of the enemyes horse, in parties. 

About twelve of the clock the battailes joynd; they kept their 
grownd on the top of the hill, and wee marched up to them through 
a bottome full off furse bushes; they shott two peices of cannon, wee 
one : one of theirs was at the King's body of horse, where he was 
before. No question they had certayne intelligence where he was, for 
one that came in to the King's troope ran over to them, and they 
left all others to charge up to his body.

John of Kent's patron Scudamore was sued a very sudden day 
of appearance about ten of the clock at night to be there next morn- 
ing at London.

Here and in other parishes of this shire they dresse the graves 
with herbs every Sunday or holy-day.

About the 8 of July the two troopes were going to Black Rock, 
and the King intended to goe over, had not Gforing's newes stopt. 

Within a myle of Margham, where Sir Edward Seabright lives, 
in com. Glamorgan, upon the crosse in the street of this village, 
thus: 

Sketch of a stone cross, upon which is sculptured a crucifix occupying 
nearly the entire length of the stone, the upper part of which is sup- 
ported by a male figure crowned with a tiara, seated, which, with the 
addition of a dove upon the arm of the cross, is intended to represent 
the Trinity. 

Almost in every parish the crosse or sometime two or three crosses 
perfect in Brecknockshire, Glamorganshire, &c. 

H. W. and R. S. Friday, 4 July, to Brecknock, where Colonel

Bbecknogk Church, without the towne. 

In a window, north yle church, old:

To meet the commissioners to rayse men, and settle the towne. 

Thursday night his Majestic lay at Sir William Morgan's. 

Friday to Kagland. 

About Thursday, July 10, Sir Thomas Fairfax and Lord Goring 
had a touch about Ilchester com. Somerset; lost two great guns and 
not 200 men. Goring putt his ordnance into Bridgwater, and his 
cariages, and (6Zaw*) hundred foot; himselfe and the rest retreated to 
Teverton com. Devon. 

An army of Scotts at this time at Droit Wiche com. Wigom. 
Pari, shipps tooke many of Swansey boates, and some from Cardiffe. 

About the 16 of July, Prince Kupert beate Sir Robert Pye's 
quarters at Wells, with some horse out of Bristol. 

Bridgwater beseiged by Fairfax from about the 11 of July. 

July 17. Came a gent, to Cardiffe with newes to the King 
that Lord Montrose had beate the Scotts neare Endenburgh, killd 
Bayly their Leiftenant-Generall, rowted the rest. Montrose was 
about 8,000 foot, two troopes of horse. 

Tuesday, July 22. His Majestic went to Creeke, Mr. Moore's 
howse, attended with the Duke of Richmond, Earls of Lindsey and 
Lichfield, Lord Digby and Astley, his servants, and other gentlemen, 
and met Prince Rupert from BristoU. The resolution was to send 
over the horse as soone as may be, and putt all the new raysed foot 
in that principality into garrisons. His Majestic returned that night 
to Ragland, his highnes the Prince to BristoU. 

Thursday, 24 July, came intelligence to BristoU that Sir Thomas 
Fairfax had taken Bridgwater the day before. Propositions were 
sent into the towne, that the inhabitants and townesmen should 
have quarter. The townesmen sett it on fyre in divers places. In 
the meane time they stormed it and got it. Most of the towne was 
burnt, except some bowses neare the castle. 

The Scotts at this time, about Wednesday, 23 July, stormed a 
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howse called Cannon Froome, a garrison of the King's in Here- 
fordshire; Colonel Barnard, Governour: all were putt to the sword. 

Thursday, 24 July, the King came to Black Rock, intending to 
gett over towards Bristoll; the gentlemen of Wales earnestly per- 
suaded his stay, and ymediately raysed the hoop hoop. 

The newes of Bridgwater's unexpected losse rather stayed him. 

Colonel Taylor's regiment of foot in Bristoll, townesmen; six 
colours : 

Drawings of two standards bearing, 

1. Argent, in fess point a heart gules in bend, on a canton a cross. Motto,

Simday, July 27, 1645. His Majestic lay at Ruperrie [Kuperra]. 
a faire seate of Mr. Morgan, com. Monmouth. The Castle of 
Abergeney burnt, viz. the habitable part. The garrison drawne 
out and quitted. 

About this time the garrison of Eilpeck Castle, in Herefordshire, 
slighted. 

Tuesday, July 29. His Majestic, attended by the Duke of Rich- 
mond ; Earl of Lindsey, High Chamberlain; Earl of Lichfield; Lord 
Kemwagh; and his regiment of guards, went from Ruperrie to 
Cardifie, there dyned, and in the afternoone went to a rendesvouz 
of the country men and inhabitants of Glamorganshire : there he 
mett the gentlemen of the county in a body on horsebak, and the 
rest drawne up in a battaile, winged with horse and a reserve. His 
Majestic returned that night to Cardiffe.

That the garrison of Cardiffe might be governed by a countrey 
gentleman of their owne. 

Wednesday, 30 July. This body of the inhabitants of Glamor- 
ganshire had their rendesvouz within four myles of Cardiffe. 

They lay in the field this night, and provision brought unto 
them. 

Thursday, this body chose their officers of their owne countrey. 
Every hundred chose their owne captains, &c. Their rendesvouz 
was at Kevenon, four myles from Cardiffe, the same place as the 
day afore. This day the King and they agreed upon their propo- 
sitions. Friday the rendesvouz was Llantrissent. They first called 
themselves the Peaceable Army.

Welbeck was surprised by Newarke horse under the command of 
Sir Richard Willys, about three weekes since. In a wood neare the 
port stood his horse in ambush, and when the trevall was beate, and 
[they] lett downe their bridge for their scouts, our horse under the 
command of Major Jamot, a Frenchman, rid hard, and, though they 
pulld up the bridge a foot high, yet they gott in and tooke it. They 
disputed every yard, and our men alighted, and with their pistollfl 
scalld and gott in.

Munday morning the King came to Doncaster. 

The foot which were at Pontfract Castle when it was yeilded were

Friday, to Belvoir Castle, where one Lucas, sometime horsekeeper 
to the Earle of Roteland, is Govemour. 

Carved in stone over the dore of Belvoir Castle:

Gosnaly ARnar, Wrothy 
Sym. et dP ceperunt They a little disputed Huntingdon, but 
wee entered, notwithstanding a large ditch encompassed it^ lately 
scowred and cast up, and a breast worke and gate in the roade. 

Theise rebells ran away to Cambridge ; all of them back and breast, 
headpeice, brace of pistoU, officers more. Every troope consisted 
of 100. 

Sunday, 25, rested at Huntingdon. 

Four churches in Huntingdon. 

Upon the east end of Alhallowes church, cutt upon a stone. 

Sir William Yaughan's brigade consists of these regiments: 

Prince Maurice, Sir William Vaughan's, 
Colonel Samuel Sandys. 

Leiftenant-Colonel Slaughter is Major-Generall of the brigade- 
Tuesday, August 26, to Ubome [Wobum] com. Bedford, and the 
King lay at the Earle of Bedford's howse there. 

Wednesday, 27, to Wing. The King lay in the Earle of Car- 
narvon's howse, the army in the adjoyning closes. 

Thursday. This morning one of our soldjers was hangd on the 
tree in Wing towne, for stealing the communion plate there. 

This day we marchd by BostoU [Borstall] Howse, com. Bucks, 
belonging to the Lady Denham. Sir William Campion is govemour. 
A paUazado or rather a stockado without the graffe; adeepe graffe 
and wide, full of water; a palizado above the fitlse bray, and another 
six or seven foot above that, neare the top of the curten. 

Some of this feshioned palizadoes are upon the old walles at 
Monmouth. 

The palizadoes at Woodstock stand upon the top of the curten as 
here, and the like at the foot of the false bray. 

A sectional sketch is given of these fortifications. 
At Worcester Prince Maurice has made without the ditch (that is 
dry on that side that goes to Droitwiche) a low breast work, and a 
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stockado without: the top of the breast work is not a fbot about the 
ground on the outside. Very necessary to safeguard a dry ditch and 
wall. 

The head quarters of our horse was at Burcester [Bicester]. 
His Majestic this Thursday, 28 of August, went to Oxford, his 
guards to Islip, &c. 

Friday rested. 

Satterday, 30, to Shipton-upon-Stowre. 

Sunday to Worcester, guards at Claynche [Claynes]. 

Munday, September IS rested. 

Tuesday rested. 

Wednesday, 3, to Bramiets [Bromyard], com. Hereford; there his 
Majestic and the court lay ; the army lay in the feild. 

Thursday the King with his own regiment went to Hereford; 
the Scotts, hearing of his Majesties coming, had removed their seige 
from Hereford on Tuesday before, being the second of September, 
and marchd towards Gloucester. 

Davie Lesley is their Leiftenant-Generall of the horse. 

Craford was Major-Generall; he was slayne at a salley before the 
towne; they weare gott neare the towne, and had made two breaches^ 
but were repulsed. Two mynes, and drayned the ditch : 3 or 4,000 
and 1,500 horse of the Scotts.

The hands are folded on the 
breast, and upon the middle of the figure is a shield with this coat : 
three fleurs-de-lis.

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In old glasse, south yie, chancel. First window : 

Azure, three castles triple-towered or. 

Cheeky azure and or, on a fess gules three fleurs-de-lis argent. 

Second window : 

England, a label of three points, each charged with three fleurs-de-lis 

or. 
The kneeling figure of a knight, the visor apparently raised. From the 

left shoulder is suspended a shield bearing, Sable, a cross argent. 
Or, a maunche gules [Hastings]. 
Azure, six escocheons, 3, 2, and 1, sable, each charged with a lion 

rampant argent. 
Hastings. 
Yair ermine and gules, two bars azure. 

East window of this chappel, very faire: 

The kneeling figure of a man, his coat embroidered with the arms of 
Herbert. The figure of the female is not given, though alluded to 
as "her picture;" "and under is written : * Orate pro a'i'abus Will'i 
Thomas militis et Alicia ux*is sue qui istam capellam et fenestram 
vitrari fecerunt.' " 

In the south window of the same chappel a statue crosse-legd. 
This stands upright at his head: 

A helmet of the thirteenth century, surmounted by a coronet, out of 
which the crest, but which is undefinable, issues. 

A greyhound at his feet. Dyed because he killed his grey- 
hound, say they. 

Another betweene the pillars of this chappel and the quire. Not 
much unlike the former statue. Upon an altar tombe. A sword 
and long dagger. Not crosse-legged. On his left arme a large 
shield. Under his head a wiveme : 

Sketch of a helmet surmounted by the crest, a wyvem. 

A Nevill, say they. [The crest is that of Herbert.] 
In the middle of this chappel a stately altar tombe; divers faire 
statues round about the sides.

Upon the surface lyes two statues, a man and woman ; the man 
on the left hand. 

Under his head a helme, and forth of a wreath a maiden's head, 
a collar of S about his neck.

Argent, a lion rampant sable, crowned or. 

Bodyes in alablaster. 

They call this forementioned monument Sir William Thomas, who 
was ancestor of the Herberts of Colbroke, Ragland, and Wemdee.

Between the pillars of the quire and this chappel, another very 
faire altar tombe and two statues, not unlike the last mentioned.

Against the south wall of the same chappel, upon an altar tombe, 
arched and fairely painted, lyes a statue of a man in alablaster, a 
collar of S about his neck.*

3 and 4 blank. Dexter, " man in armour supporter ;** sinister, *' woman 
supporter." Crest, a " mermaid.** 

In the middle, under the arch, 

A figure of the Virgin, standing ; on either side *' angels,*' and at her feet 
"men and women praying to her;** above her head three crowns or, 
around which, " sitting,** are the three persons of the Trinity, (repre- 
sented as old men, crowned, and the Son holding his cross in his hand, 
who place on the yirgin*s head the crowns, the *' Father the upper 
crowne. Son on the right hand the middle, Holy 6host[the] Sd.** 

On each side the Virgin Mary the pictures of three sons and a 
daughter, and their names written over their heads, those on the 
right hand Margaret Herbert, Mathew Herbert, William Herbert, 
George Herbert and his wife. On the left hand, John Herbert, 
Water Herbert, William Herbert, Jane Herbert,* Upon the verge 
this inscription, guilt fairely:

A very faire guilt roode left, and old organs. At the east end of 
the north yle church lyes a large statue for Jesse, and a branch did 
spring from him, and on the boughs divers statues, but spoyld.

Under an arch against the north wall, chancel, lyes a statue of a 
woman, very old, holding betweene her hands either a peare or 
heart [no doubt the latter]. 

Upon an altar tombe in the church yard, very faire, an inscription 
and this coate. For Thomas Cardiff, gentleman^ buried 1638. 

An '* Indian bowe ** in bend between two pheons. 

Upon a high hill neare this church was a castle, but now ruined 
and gone. 

MAKNiNaTON [Monington] Church, com. Hereford. 

In this church this coate severally, and some matches of either 
family are painted on a wall: 

Azure, a chevron between three *' phesants ** argent [or—ToMKTirs], im- 
paling. Per bend imbattled argent and gules [Botus]. 

Tompkins married into this family, by whome as I conceive he 
had this manour and pretty seate.* 

Thursday, September 11. His Majestic at Aburgaveny comitted 
Sir Trevor Williams, but he was bayled. Mr. Morgan of T. 
[? Tredegar.] Mr. Herbert, of Colbroke. Mr. Baker. Mr. (ftZani), 
cheife hinderers of the counties of Monmouth and Glamorgan to 
releve Hereford. 

During the time of the King's being at Ragland, when he first 
came he sent Sir Marmaduke Langdale with his horse to Cardiffe,

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with Lord Astley and 100 foot out of Monmouth, (blank) foot out of 
Raglandy Chepstow, &c., to parley with the Glamorganshire peace 
army, who were agane reson. Both armyes mett eight myle off 
Cardiffe in Glamorganshire. The peace army seing Lord Astleyes 
resolution to fight, though not considerable in number, agreed to lay 
downe their armes and provide 1 ,000 men and armes within a moneth 
for the King, money, &c. 

The next day or two after the enemy sent them ammimition and 
armes by sea, landed in Pembrokeshire. Then these rogues, hearing 
of the losse of BristoU, joyned with the Pembrokeshire forces. Sir 
Marmaduke Langdale marched toward Brecknock. 

Friday, September 12th. Li the aftemoone his Majestie, attended 
with his guards, left Ragland and marched some miles towards 
Hereford, but returned. The guards to Aburgaveny. Satterday 
the King rested at Eagland. Gerard's horse at this time the King 
was at Bagland were about Ludlowe: 2,000 of the enemyes horse 
about Lemster. 

Sunday, 14. About noone his Majestie left Bagland, and marched 
to Monmouth; thence that night to Hereford. 

Some matches of the Herberts in Monmouth church. Two 
churches in Monmouth. 

Munday, 15 September. His Majestie in the morning, attended 
by his guards, marched some miles towards Bromyat [Bromyard] ; 
but by reason Gerard's horse had not orders soone enough to appear at 
the rendesvouz, &c., his Majestie returned to Hereford, accompanied 
with Prince Maurice and Generall Gerard, &c. His Majestie read a 
coppy of a letter from Montros, of his thorough victory in Scot- 
land. Guards to Madley. 

Tuesday Sir Marmaduke Langdale's horse came to quarter about 
Biford, &c. 

Generall Gerard^s horse at 

Pointz his horse, above 2000, was come to Lemster. 

This morning wee received orders to move, but remanded, so rested. 
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Tuesday, September 16. His Majestie dispatched letters of buisiness 
to Oxford, and sent them by Sir Henry Wrothe, whome he now 
knighted in the bishop's pallace in Hereford. 

Wednesday, Sept. 17. The whole army mett at a rendesvouz 
upon Arthurstone Heath, neare Durston [Dorston] Castle, com. 
Hereford; and from thence his Majestie marched to Ham [Holm] 
Lacy, the seat of the L* Viscount Scudamore. 

This day, the nearest enemy (and whose buisines it was to attend 
the King's motion), vizt. Points and Rosseter's horse, were about 
Lemster, com. Hereford. 

Guards to Rolston. 

Thursday, 18th. The rendesvous was over Wye, at Stokedye 
in Herefordshire. Marched thence over the river Aroe [Arrow], 
betwixt Morden [Marden] and Wellin[g]ton, eod. cam. 

Intelligence this morning at the rendesvouz that the said enemy 
had marched all night, and were about betweene us and Worcester. 

This night to Prestayne com. Radnor. 

Pbestatne [Presteign] Church, com. Radnor. 
West window, old:

Ermine, a lion rampant gules, crowned or, within a bordure sable be-

North window chancel, old:

Friday, Sept. 19th. This day wee marched from Prestayne [Pres- 
teign], and, except in the first three myle, wee saw never a house or 
church, over the mountaynes. They call it ten myle, but twenty 
till wee come to Newtowne, com. Montgomery. Satterday rested. 

Sunday, 21 Sept. Over the mountaynes, lesse barren then the 
day before, by , Sir Arthur Blanyes howse, to LlanVutlyn 

[Llanfyllin], a borough towne in Montgomeryshire: 

Munday 22. Over such mountaynes to Chirke Castle, com. 
Salop; there the King lay; ... . Watts is governour. The Guards 
to Llangothlyn [ Llangollen J , a market towne com. Denbigh, three 
myle from Chirke. Newes this day that Colonel William Legg the 
governour of Oxon was committed. That Prince Rupert's commis- 
sion was declared null. 

That part of the out workes at Chester were betrayed to the 
enemy by a Captain and Leiftenant, both apprehended. 

The King sent to Watts to send to Lord Byron to Chester to hold 
out twenty-four howres. 

Llangothlyn Church, com. Denbigh. 

Towards the west end of the church, north side, is an altar tombe 
and the statue of a bishop fairly cutt, old ; they call him bishop 
Cathlyn. 

CAMD. 80C. 2 I 
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Tuesday his Majesty marched towards Chester attended with 
Mountague Earl of Lindsey, Earle of Corke, Earl of Lichfield, 
Lord Digbie, Lord Astley, Lord Gerard. His force with him were 
his owne regiment of Life Guards, consisting of these troopes : The 
King's, The Queenes, commanded by Sir Edward Brett, the Major 
of the regiment, Earle of Lichfeild's, Leiftenant-Colonel Gourden 
Scotus commanded it. (They were most Scotts officers.) Sir Henry 
Stradling's troope, which came firom Carlisle with Sir Thomas 
Glemhara : toto about 200. Lord General Charles Gerard was also 
then with the King with his gallant troope of Life Guard, 140 men. 

Gerard's comet — 
Here is drawn a standard bearing a sphere, and the motto '* At all that*s 
round " below. 

Colonel Herbert Price his horse. 

Sir Marmaduke Langdale's brigade, Sir Thomas Blakeston's 
brigade, and Sir Wm. Vauglian's brigade, and Generall Gerard's 
horse marched before all night toward Holt Castle, com. [Denbigh:] 
a garrison of the King's, comanded by Sir Richard Lloyd, where 
wee have a passe of boates over the river. Their buisines was to 
fall upon those horse and foot that lay before Chester. The 
King went into Chester, and lay at Sir Fr. Gamul's howse ; 
his guards watched in the street. The enemy who were gotten 
into the out workes, which secured the suburbs, had made a breach 
the day before, and had entered had it not bin most gallantly defended. 

Wednesday, 24 September. Contrary to expectation, Pointz his 
horse were come betweene Nantwiche and Chester to releive those 
forces of their party who were afore Chester, and to fight the King, 
as appeares by his letters, intercepted by Sir Richard Lloyd, to this 
purpose, directed to Jones, who sometimes was student in Lincoln's 
Inn, and commanded the horse that beseiged Chester, thanking them 
for keeping their ground notwithstanding the King's approach, and 
tells them a neare relacion or accompt of the King's strength, of his 
tired over-marcht horse, of his number of dragoons, of his resolucion 
to engage them if possible, &c. 
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This morning Sir Marmaduke Langdale on Chester side of the 
river Dee, and not farr from Beeston Castle, charged Pointz his horse, 
beate them and toke some cornetts. But they beate us agen for't. 

About twelve of the clock, those horse which came with the 
King and 200 foot were drawne out of Chester. 

Nine hundred prisoners of ours taken and carried to Nantwiche, 
whereof about twenty gentlemen of the King's owne troope. 

Beeston Castle was beseiged at this time. 

Thursday 25. This night I saw a rainbow within a myle of 
Denbigh at five in the morning, and the moone shined bright; Vwas 
just against the moone. About nine and ten in the morning the 
King left Chester and went to Harding [Hawarden] Castle, governed 
by Sir William Neale, stayed three howres, and went that night to 
Denbigh Castle. Sir Marmaduke Langdale's rendesvouz was early 
this morning within two myles of Holt Castle. 

Denbigh Castle is governed by Mr. Salisbury, repaird by him 
and his kinred at their owne cost. Had his commission from the 
King two years since. 

Upon the top of the tower, this olde: 

Mortimer. 
Lower, over the same gate :

In the church, within the out wall of the castle at Denbigh, 
called the Chappel of St. Tillilo [Hilary], round about the borders of 
the east window, this single feather in a black feild :

The parish church where they bury is a myle off. 

Friday, 26 Sept. rested. 

Satterday, 27, was a generall rendesvouz three myles from Den- 
bigh. 

Newes againe that Montrose had routed David Leshly about 
Kelso on the borders; that Prince Maurice was coming with 1000 
horse to us, and was at Chirke. 

All ours reanimated, and expected to follow Pointz to the North. 

Sunday, 28. After sermon about noone came intelligence that 
the enemyes horse were over the river; a little afore we heard that 
they were gone toward Scarborough (so ill intelligence has the King) ; 
but they went butt into fresh quarters about Nantwich to refresh. 

About one of the clock afternoone the King marched thorough 
Ruthyn, where there is a large castle and fortified, to Chirke Castle 
com. Denbigh. Watts knighted. Here Prince Maurice mctt us 
with his troope and those of Prince Eupert^s horse that came from 
Bristol!, Lucas his horse, &c. : toto 6 or 700. 

Munday, 29. Leaving Oswestrce (a garrison of the rebells) on the 
left hand, to Llandisilio and Llandrenio, com. Montgomery, where 
the army lay in the feild; some cheife in some howses. 

Tuesday, from thence early at day breake, marched, leaving 
Shrewsbury three myle on the left hand ; that night late and teadiously 
to Bridgnorth ; the rere guard gott to Wenlock Magna, com. Salop. 
In this marche three or four alarmes by Shrewsbury horse, and five 
or six of them crosst the way and killd and took some. 

Wednesday rested. P Octobr. Intelligence that the Devizes 
and Berkley Castle were both taken by Fairfax. 

Thursday 2. The King marched to Lichfeild. Upon the ren- 
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desvouz going to Lichfeild the King knighted Sir Horwood,* 

of com. Salop, no soldjer nor in armes. This day Generall Gerard's 
regiment returned from the rendesvouz quia tired, to have refresh- 
ment under Bridgnorth garrison. Ego etiam. This day, by reason 
of the long and tedious marches, divers fell off, some, as six went into 
Bentall howse. Prince Maurice this morning with his owne troope 
(partly comanded by Lord Molpneux], and partly by Sir Thomas 
Sandys) went toward Worcester. 

Sir Thomas Glemham went to be Govemour of Oxford. 

After the battaile at Eowton Moore, .com. Cestr. upon the 
rendesvouz neare Denbigh divers complaints came to the King and 
Generall about horses taken that were agen found ; some tooke away 
their horses where they found them. It was thus ordered by the 
King, according to the opinion of Lord Astley in this case. One of 
Sir Marmaduke Langdale's soldjers was killed, his horse the enemy 
tooke, and anon one of Generall Gterard's soldjers tooke the horse 
away from the enemy ; this horse was challenged at the rendesvouz, 
and 'twas adjudged to the first owner. Sir Marmaduke Langdale's 
man. The reason was given, that, unlesse the enemy had had so 
much possession of the horse as to carry him to his quarters, it was 
nothing of validity to say that he was taken from the enemy. So 
that, if the enemy had kept the horse twelve or twenty-four houres at 
his owne quarters, he had had a property in him, and he that then 
had taken the horse might have owned him by this old law of warr. 

This is like a law of goods taken from shipps cast away. 

Satterday 4th October. The remainder of Sir Charles Lloyd's 
regiment came from the Devizes, about 60.

Earle of Northampton's regiment at Wirton, a garrison of ours 
commanded by Major Honywood. 

Sir William Blakeston's, Prince Rupert's remainder, Lucas 60, 
&c. at Welbeck. Toto 120, 

Queenes regiment at Shelford, taken by the enemy and all putt to 
the sword, refusing quarter when the King was at Newarke. 

Munday, 13 October, Prince Rupert at Lichfield goeing to the 
King.

Friday, October 17, came intelligence to Bridgenorth the King 
had left Newarke, and gone towards Scotland to Montros the 
Sunday before. 

That Sir Thomas Fairfax had taken Winchester from Ogle. 

A provost martiall has power to hang two or three or all that he 
takes in actuall feult, but no power to make any cast dice; that is, as 
much or more than a generall can doe, without a councell of war, 
unles a proclamation be made a little before. 
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A parson may be tryed at a oounsill of warr, and was so at 
Bridgenorth. 

A Scott was tryed at a councel of warr there, and he putt on his 
hatt before them, and, being reprehended for it by the Governour, he 
told them he was equall to all except the Govemonr, and they com- 
mitted him for it. 

20 October. Severall Colonels whose regiments were in 
Bridgenorth.

Sir Lewis Kirkes, Governour; Colonel John Corbett's; Colonel 
Billingsley's, the trained band, — this regiment watches in the towne; 
Sir Mich. Eamley's, one company of them; Sir Charles Lloyd's, 
came thither from the Devizes, 60. 

Foot about in all, of all these, 260. 

Horse. 

Sir Francis Ottley the high sheriflfe, Sir Edward Acton 10, 
Governour's troope 60; — Horse not 100. 

Wednesday, October 22. Leift.-Colonel Slaughter marched out 
of Bridgnorth about two of the clock aftemoone. Governour's troope 
commanded by Captain Singe 40, Sir Francis Otteleyes, &c. That 
night by eight to High Arcall. Thence marched thirty horse and 
twenty dragoons with us about twelve of the clock that night. 
By nine next day to Chirke.

A regiment of foot called the Earl of Leicester's regiment, com- 
manded by Leiftenant-Colonell George Monke, AngL A troope of 
horse also which was the generall's commanded by Captain Abraham 
Yardner, Anglus, Phisitian.

Lord Jones, Irish, was president of Connaght: had a regiment 
raysd in England. These two Earnleyes and Jones went into 
Connaght at first and there stayd.

Colonel Sir Henry Tichbome, AngL, estate there. 
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Lord Lambert, Irisli ) ,

These four regiments were rajsed about and in Dublyn, and the 
first beginning to suppresse the rebellion. 

Some of these came over with Tilyard, 1,000 foot greencoates 
came with him, most of them lost at Yorke with Prince Rupert. 

All officers and soldjers that went out of England had an oath 
given them to fight for the King and Parliament. 

When the King called them to his assistance into England, he 
had an oath administered to them to. Most came to the King 
except those that left there to resist the rebells. 

Divers companies of foot rajsd by private gentlemen of that 
kingdome that never came into regiments. 

Horse. 

Lord Lisle's, eldest son to the Earl of Leicester, regiment now at 
London. Sir Eichard Grenvill was Major. After the battaile 
of Rosse they both came over in [to] England. 

1. Captain Sir William Vaughan. He brought over this regi- 
ment into England at Christmas 1643, landed in Nesson [Nesse] 
in Worral behind Chester. 

Sir Thomas Lucas was Commissary Generall of the horse and was 
to have this regiment, but he stayd in Ireland. 

Little before the battaile of Yorke, Sir William Vaughan, being 
Colonel, made Slaughter his Leiftenant-Colonel, who was Captaine 
Leiftenant to Sir Thomas Lucas in Ireland, and Major coming over; 
at the same time RadcliiSe Duckenfield was made Major, and 
Beverley Usher his Leiftenant. 

These three came over captaines: 1. Captain Croftes, killed at 
Longford in Shropshire, when they beat Mitton and 300 of Mitton's 
men killd, and one of theirs besides, and five taken. 2. Captain 
John Davalier, a Florentine, tooke his troope to Ludlowe, and 
is now Colonel. 3. Captain John Bomer, at first in Ireland a cornett 
to Captain Villiers. Toto, six troopes. 
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Now these are Captains, October, 1645. 1. Captain Bomer. 2. 
Armorer, now Governour of Arcall, Leiftenant to Croftes in Ireland. 
3. James Vaughan, brother to Sir William, 4, Dixie^ Leiftenant to 
Slaughter, first a corporall. Cornet to Sir Thomas Lucas and Leif- 
tenant. 5. Brookes. 

Divers single troopes in Ireland besides. Garrisoned in eeveral 
places, and drawne out according to the seyerall designes. 

An. Dni. 1644. Sir William Vaughan was Generall of Shrop- 
shire. In the winter he made these his garrisons to quarter his owne 
regiment : — 

Shraydon Castle, coidmanded by Sir William his brother, a 
parson; lost it to the counties of Salop, Chester, «Sx3. Cawes Castle, 
Davalier. High Arcall, Armorer. Lmshall and Dawley, Major 
Duckenfeild. 

October, 1645. When the King was at Newarke, he made Sir 
William Vaughan generall of the horse in the counties of Salop, 
Wigorn, Stafford, Hereford, South Wales, and North Wales. 

Munday, October 26. Sir William Vaughan came to Chirke. 
We marched to Llanannis [Llanynys], Mr. Thel wall's howse, com. 
Denbigh. 

In the chamber window — old :

Argent, a bugle-horn sable, stringed. 

Gules, on a chevron between three boar*s heads couped argent, as many 
trefoils sable, "Thelwaix."

Llanhatdir [Llanrhaiadr] Church, com. Denbigh. 

East window, chancel : 

Or, a lion rampant between three crescents argent. '* Laus Dbg about in 

scrolls." 
A male effigy in armour, and having a surcoat with these arms upon the 

breast and sleeves, viz.. Gules, a lion rampant facing the sinister, "y* 

lyon ramp, turned" ; over head a scroll bearing this inscription " Jesu 

degne on us sinners have mercy.'* 

"Thomas Salisbery." 
Gules, a chevron sable between three " old women's heads" argent. 

Sir Edwyn Lloyd lives in this parish. 

" The effigies of Sir Thomas Salusbury, of Lleweny, Knight 
Banerent [Banneret,] son of Thomas Salusbury Esq.; he lived in 
the time of Edward 4, Ric. 3. He was dubcd Enight Banerent 
by Henry 7. at Black Heath feild: obijt 1505." 

A man in armour, the surcoat edged with ** furr" and embroidered on 
** velvet," with a lion rampant between three crescents. Motto, " Sat 
est prostrasse leoni." 
CAMD. SOC. 2 L 
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This picture is in the howse of the Lady Salusbury in the parish 
of Henllan. This is a surcoate of velvet, over his armour; and so 
written on it as above. 

Many monuments of the family of Salisbury are in the church of 
Whitchurch by Denbigh. 

Friday, October 31, came intelligence to Denbigh to Sir William 
Vaughan that the enemy under the command of Mitton was ad- 
vanced to Euthyn, both horse and foot. 

Satterday at noone wee had the alarm, for they were at Whit- 
church, below the towne. Their approach was handsomely dis- 
puted by our horse and foot above an howre in the hedges and lane. 

Their number of foot, being 1500 at least, made ours retreat to 
the towne, which was not long disputed by reason of their forward 
advancing. Our horse were putt to a disorderly retreat and flight, 
notwithstanding Sir William Vaughan drew many of them up upon 
a greene neare two my les off, but could not be made stand : a party 
of Arcall horse chargd the persuers, and were seconded by part of 
Prince Maurice's life-guard. 

The foot were lett into the castle by the governour. The horse 
gott to Llanrust that night, com. Denbigh, twelve miles distant. 
Next morning dispersed to quarters. The governour of Denbigh 
wrote that the enemy was in his sight above double our number. 

Tuesday, 4^ Nov. returned a trumpet from Denbigh sent by Sir W. 
V. and told that their rendesvouz was at Northop, the day before, 
(see a copy of Mr. Salisburyes letter to the Governour of Denbigh p. 
280) : and this morning being Tuesday came our foot to us out of 
the castle to Llanrust. A regiment of Reformades against us in 
this buisines come from London under Mitton's (Brereton*s) com- 
mand. 

Sir W. Vaughan's forces composed of those regiments and 
companies. 

P. Maurice life guard in part. 

Sir William V.'s owne regiment, with Arcall, Bridgnorth, and 
Chirke; Colonel Hurter [first written Kutter] that commanded the 
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horse in Monmouth; Colonel Worden's; Shakerley, Leift.-Colonel; 
Colonel Sandys of Worcester — all 300, 

Colonel Randal Egorton's, Major-Grenerall to Gerard; Colonel 
Whitley— both 200. 

Colonel Gradyes regiment ; General Gerard's, and Colonel Dava- 
lier's— 200. 

Lord Byron's regiment 100. — Horse, toto 700. 
Foot — P. Maurice firelocks in pt 150; Ludlow Foot 90 ; Ar 
call Dragoons, 20; Chirke firelocks 20, — Foot, toto 280. 

Sir Richard Wynn lives at Guydur [Gwydyr], a faire seate in 
the parish of Llanrust, yet in Carnarvonshire. 
Vert, three eagles displayed in fess or, " Wtwh.'* 
This coate is twice, old, in his window, and contrary, one gar- 
dant, the other passant: 

Quarterly gules and or, four lions passant guardant counterchanged. 
Quarterly or and gules, four lions passant counterchanged. 
Divers mottoes about this house, one is: 

** Non mihi glis servus nee hospes hirudo.** 
Manan [Maynan] , an old howse in the parish of [Eglwysfach] , 
county of Carnarvon, neare Llanrust. This coate is often carved on 
the old wainescott, for KjrflSn ; and one Mr. Kyffin now lives there ; 
they call him Cuffyn. 

Argent, a chevron gules between three pheons argent, each pointing to the 
centre of the shield [Ktfpih].

And in some places party per fesse. In another party per bend 
sinister ermine and erminois. 

This family of Cuffyn came out of Flintshire; the mine of the A, 
[Abbeys] was the raysing of them. One of the family fled for kill- 
ing a man formerly, at last returned and changed his name to 
Vaughan, for he was little of stature, for so Vaughan signifies. 

The Abbey of Conway stands neare this howse called Manan ; 
'twas antiently built at Aberconway, but one of the princes there (as 
is reported) likt his seate and gave him leave to build in any part of 
Carnarvonshire els. The abbot likt none better then this seate, but 
'twas out of Camarvonsh. over the river in Denbighsh. So this 
abbey was made part of Camarvonsh. This is the countrey story. 
Now the family of Wynn lives in this abbey; theire coate is: 

Gules, three boards heads erased, palewise, argent. 

This coate is painted also in the abbey howse: 

Gules, a " man*s head erased " argent, *« or proper." 

St. George Parish, com. Denbigh. 

Against the north wall hangs coate armour, mantle, helmc, and 
creast of one of the family of Holland: 

Azure, a lion rampant guardant between six fleurs-de-lis or [Holland]. 
700L per annum inter two sisters. 

Colonel Price lives in this parish at Kinmill : he married the heire 
of David Holland the son of Peirs H. 

St. Asaph Cathedral, com. Flint. 

East window of the quire : 

Quarterly, Mortimer and Ulster. 
Gules, three cushions or [Redman]. 

Bishop Robert Redman [consecrated 1471]. The same coate 
is carved upon the organ loft; there was formerly the picture of 
a soldjer and these [sc. cushions]. 
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This quire is pretty handsome, but poore In respect of others. 

Upon the flore nearc the north wall at the east end of the quire 
lyes the statue of a bishop cutt in stone; an arch over his head afoot 
above the ground, with miter and crosier. 

The body of the cathedral is rude and slovenly clay flore, only a 
scurvy stone walke in the middle. No other monuments in the 
church. 

Another church here called St. Asaph Church. 

South window : 
Quarterly Framcb and England. 

The bbhop has a howse here, — a good parsonage howse in 
England. 

Wednesday rested, 6^ 

Thursday, 6% to St. George parish, the rest quartered thereabouts. 

Friday, 7** Nov. was a generall rendesvouz on Denbigh greene. This 
night the head-quarter was at Llanraydor, Sir Evan Lloyd's howse. 

Satterday marched to Llansan&aid. Some over the water in 
Merionethshire. 

Sunday, to Llanvutlyn, written Llanvilling in the mapp; a 
towne where the King lay about two months before as he marched 
from Hereford to Chester. All, both horse and foot, lay there. 

Munday, Nov. 10, to Newtowne. In this march a leiftenant of 
horse and a trooper fell out, and had a single combate in private 
about a horse. Both fought a horseback; the lieftenant shott him in 
the thigh, and the trooper him in the sholder, disarmed the leifte- 
nant, and tooke away his horse and pistolls. 

Here the van of quartermasters tooke Captaine Vyner and seven 
of his men prisoners; the rest of his troope were at the seige of 
Chester then. 

Tuesday to Knighton, a pretty towne, com. Badnor. Here Mr. 
Crowder the sherifFe of the shire lives. 
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Knighton Church, com. Radnor. 
South window : 
Quarterly, Feakcb and England. 

Painted on the wall : 

Quarterly, 1 and 4, On a fess between three lions passant, three crosses 
potent ; 2 and 3, Sable, a chevron argent between three spearheads 
"bloody," "Price." 

This Crowder married Mr. Herbert Price' sister of Brecknock, 

WiGMORE Church, com. Hereford, two myle from Brampton 

Bryan. 

(Selden*8 Titles of Honor, p. 840, " Rogero de Mortuomari de 
Wigmore," Teste to a patent Rot. Cart. 9 E. 2.) 
East window, south yle church, very old and large: 

MoRTiMEB. " The inescocheon A, and a label of nine poynts sable, very

The same, the inescocheon " all argent, y« portrait of a lyon onely." 

Same yle a flat stone and the portrait of a man in armour, the 
inscription circumscribed, but imperfect. This shield : 

Three " greyhounds " courant. 

In the north window of the south chappel of the church, small: 

Mortimer, the inescocheon argent ; dimidiated with. Argent, three fusils in 

fess gules.

" All the Mortimer*s coate here is b. three barrulets o." 

Sir Gilly Merrick lived here in the castle. Sir Robert Harley 
was borne here in this castle; his father lived in it before Sir Gilly. 
Harley ruined it at the beginning of the Parliament. At the 
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rcndesvouz ncare Brampton Bryan (both castle and church are 
demolisht), a Dr. of Physick kept the castle. 

Wednesday, Nov. 12. This party dispersed. Prince M. guards 
to Bewdley, Bridgenorth horse thither; the rest with Sir William V. 
to Lemster, com. Hereford. 

The inhabitants of Brecknockshire had puUd downe the castle of 
Brecknock, and walls of the towne. Colonel Herbert Price they pe- 
titioned out to the King afore. 

Monmouth taken by the countrey people. 

The people of the Forest of Deane had made turnpikes in the 
avenues and passes into the countrey, and sufferd none to enter 
without their leave. The Parliament soldjers cap in hand for a 
night's quarter. 

The countrey people of Merionethshire at times also beseige and 
block up the King's castle of Aberusty [Aberystwith]. 

Thursday, Lord Gerard's troope of Keformades, &c came into 
Herefordshire, and quartered a myle from Lemster. 

Prince Rupert and Prince Maurice now at Worcester. 

When Sir W. V. marched out of Denbighshire, the enemy lay 
in this manner ; three troopcs of horse and three troopes of dragoons 
at Bretton, Welch side, two myle from Chester. Colonel Jones lay 
at Darleston with a regiment of 400 horse, and another of 400 fire- 
locks called Jones his regiments. They have a bridge over the 
Dee at Egleston. More lye at Wrexham. 

Staffordshire horse gone. 

They drew out of these garrisons to fight us, vizt Wem, Oswistree, 
Red Castle, Montgomery, Nottingham, Derby, Stafford; Vine's 
troope of 50; besides Mitton brought 500 horse and foot 

Satterday, about two in the morning, came intelligence that 
Mitton was advancing toward Lemster. Sir William Vaughan 
drew out and marched that night; quartered at Sutton and Morton, 
&c. com. Hereford. 

Sir Henry Linghen has a faire howse in Sutton, an able parish. 
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Morton Church, com. Hereford, 

Against the east wall, a small and neate monument for Mr. 
Dauncer, lately erected; his son now lives here. *Tis a church lease, 
not 2001. p. a. 

Gules, on a chevron between three cinquefoils argent three ogresses ; 
impalement blank. 

Sunday, the firelocks and Gerard*s troope went to Worcester with 
Sir William Vaughan ; the rest of the horse removed to Maunsell, &c. 

The countrey people told us the Scotts at the seige of Hereford 
eate the piggs which they cutt out of a sowes belly. 

In Derb: the Scotts dranke, '• Swill the King's health." 

This day we removed to Mansfield Parva, &c. 

Thursday removed to Delwyn. 

Delwyn [Dilwyn] Church, com, Hereford. 

East window of the chancel, these five, very large and old, each 
about a foot broad: 

Enqlamd. 

The same with a label of five points azure, each charged with three fleurs- 
de-lis or. 
Or, five chevronels azure [Deanert of Hereford]. 
Gules, three fleurs-de-lis or [? meant for the See of Hereford]. 
Per pale azure and gules, a fess between two chevrons ermine. 

The borders of the window adorned with [castles] or in gules 
\i, e. the border being gules] and B. [fleurs-de-lis] or. 
South window, chancel, old: 

Gules, a lion rampant within a bordure engrailed or [Talbot]. 

North window, chancel: 

Argent, five bends sinister gules. 

Gules, a fess argent, in chief three annulets argent ; ^^ imperfect.*' 
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In the lower north window of the chancel these two coatcs and 
this picture are fairely and largely painted, and putt in since the old 
glasse was made: 

Gules, a chief " imperfect." 

Azure, a bend argent, cotised or, between six martlets of the same, impaling. 
Gules, on a chief argent three martlets sable. 

The kneeling figure of a knight clad in armour of the thirteenth 
century marked '^ or,** the hands joined in the attitude of prayer. He 
has a sword-belt, also marked "or,** and his surcoat is embroidered 
with the arms described as on the dexter side of the last-named 
shield. 

Under an arch in the middle of the north wall of the chancel lyes 
this statue, cutt in stone: 

The recumbent effigy of a Knight Templar, his right hand grasps the hilt 
of his sword, and on his lefl arm is a shield bearing a lion rampant within 
a bordure engrailed, ^^ lyon and border carved and embosse out.** 

In the chancel, upon a flat stone of this fashion, this is thus carved, 
very old, shield simply carved : 

A flat stone, broad at the head and narrowing towards the feet, having two 
antique crosses within circles sculptured at the head and foot, and in the 
centre a shield of arms, viz. Barry, a bend between six martlets, on the 
bend an inescocheon charged, apparently, with two labels, the one of fouri 
the other of three points. 

East window, south yle, church: 

Quarterly, Francb and Enoulnd, a label of three points argent, each point 

charged with a canton, " colour gone ** [Lionel Duke of Ciarence]. 
Mortimer. 

First south window, south ylc: 

Azure, three boar*s heads couped, armed argent, between seven cross- 
croBslets fitchy gules ; ** tusks argent** [Cradock]. 

GAMD. SOG. 2 M 
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Second window. 

Argent, on a cross azure five escallops or. 

The north window of the chappel, in the north yle of the church, 
is fairely adorned with the pictures of the twelve Apostles, these two 
shields at bottome : 

Azure, a lion rampant argent, charged on the breast with a demi -cross 
botony, the dexter side remoyed, or, within a bordure engrailed of 
the last. 

The same, but charged with a mullet argent, pierced or, in place of the 
cross botonj. 

At the church gate stands a howse and square with pillars and 
two doores, which they call a Palme-ho wse ; it formerly stood in the 
churchyard. 

Sketches of a stool, with *4eather or doth** top, exactly similar to the nx>dem 
camp-stool, showing it when open and when closed. ** Brasse.*' 

A water wheele six foot in diameter, six spokes, and about four 
inches thick. 

A sketch of the water-wheel, with the " trough to convey y* water." 

This will turne spitts, two chemes, and beate in a morter. 

Munday night, November 22; Tuesday morning, 23. Colonel 
Gradyes and Generall Gerard's regiments, lying at Pembridge,at 
three of the clock in the morning were beate up, one or two killd, 
most lost their horses and arraes. 

Stokesay, Montgomery, and Martin of New Radnor did it. 

Tuesday, those horse under Sir William Vaughan's command, 
marched to Lemster. 

Lemsteb [Leohinsteb] Church, com. Hereford. 

Within it is a double church; the north side is very ancient, the 
other part was built later. The Fryars had also a church neare 
this. 
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In the north yle window of the old church, called St. Anthonyes 
Church, very old: 

Quarterly, Per fWra indented argent and azure, in the first quarter a lion 

passant guardant or [Croft]. 
The same. 

An old altar-tombe with alablaster on the topp, in black lynes the 
two pictures, and in a large forme the effigies of our Saviour on the 
crosse. 

Thome Phillips, ob. 1530, & Isabela ux. ejus. 

In the middle yle of the church, neare a lower north pillar, upon 
an altar-tombe lyes this fashiond statue of a woman fairely carved : 

The figure of a female habited in a long robe with hanging sleeves doubled 
ermine, the collar folded down, having the neck bare. Round her neck 
" a cheyne buckled," the waist encircled by a "great belt and buckle," 
and the hands joined upon the breast. The hair, which is confined 
across the forehead by a fillet, is extended on either side of the head, 
forming two enormous plaits. 

For the Lady Jane Cliffi)rd who built the west window, and gave 
three commons to the poore of this parish.* 

A fiat stone in the chancel, the pictures of a man and woman 
scratchtin black lynes. This cx)ate between them, he in armor: 
Hie jacent corpora Radulfi Hakesluit et £liz. ux^is sue, qui obierunt 1 Mail 
A.D. M*^ cccccxvii. q. a. p. d. a.** 

Quarterly, 1, three battleaxes in fess [Haklutt] ; 2, three towers ; 3, three 
'* imperfect ;" 4. three birds " sable." 

The inscription circumscribed. Eaton, in this parish, was an 
ancient seate of this family.

These three were for confession. [They are merely sedilia] . 
This escocheon is upon an old flat stone in the south yle of the 
church. The inscription is circumscribed, very old, in this letter, 
set very close W. 

A fess between three leopard*6 heads erased [P an error for eagles — ^Bb adfobd] .* 

The priory adjoynes to the church, habitable in part ; the Queenes 
right, Mr. Coningsby the lease. 

Lemster is famous for fine wool, which makes the finest black 
and scarlet cloth. 

A parcell of ground called the Ore, which runs to Kingsland, is 
the finest; 'tis sold for 40^. the stone, 12^*. to the stone, and commonly 
twelve fleices to the stone. 

Sunday, October 26, 1645. At Newarke, Prince Kupert, Gfenerall 
Gerard, and Sir Sichard Willys came into the presence, when the 
King had almost dyned. Prince Eupert camein discontentedly, with 
his hands at his side, and approached very neare the King, whereat 
his Majestic presently commanded all to be taken away, and 
rising from the table walked to a corner of the roome. They three 
presented themselves before his Majestic, and first Willys spake after 
this manner.^ 

King. Say no more; this is a time unseasonable for you to com- 
mand here.

K. nephewe, 'tis of great concernment, and requires con- 
sideration. 

Here the Prince said something concerning Bristoll. Whereat 
the King sighed and said, nephewe, and stopt. Then he would 
say no more. 

P. Lord Digby is the man that has caused all these distractions 
amongst us. 

King. They are all rogues and rascalls that sayes soe^ and in 
effecte traytors that seeke to dishonor my best subjects. 

Here Gerard bowed himselfe and went out The Prince shewed 
no reverence, but went out prowdly with his hands at his side. 

All the trayne followed them, and the King left in private with 
Sir Eichard Willys. 

Then Sir Richard Willys told the King that a corporall and tenn 
boyes were able to doe as much service as all his commissioners in 
Newarke. 
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Such stuff was printed as I have tome out, for, being many times 
since in Sir Kichard Willys' company, 'tis all a feynd * * lye, for 
he said not one word to the King all that while, and Lord Gerard 
said most, and that was concerning Lord Digby. 

This Sir Richard told me October 28, 1659. The coming to 
Newarke, as afore said, and at a councel of warr proposing what was 
to be done, Sir Richard propounded that his Majestic would putt all 
his garrison soldjers in a body and march after Fairfax, then about 
Taunton. Newarke river was fordable, and in it 4,000 good foot. 

[He here notes.] This following belongs to p. 119, [meaning the 
part relating to the scene at Newark.] 

There was then Newarke, Ashby, Tutbury, Lichfield, Belvoir, 
Weston, Bridgnorth, Denbigh, and other garrisons. Slight them all 
and all inland garrisons, keep your ports, as Exeter and Bristoll, &c. 
and you will have canon and a very considerable army to fight 
Fairfax. Besides, Goring's army in the West was then good too» 

The King likt it well; Ashbumham embraced Sir Richard for the 
proposition, and so did Lord Digby like it. But they delayd, and 
the cowardly commissioners that lingered for compounding, they put 
queries. Whereshall wee have winter quarters? Digby and Ashbum- 
ham were jealous Sir Richard should get too much with the King's 
&vour. SyOOOL was raysed by the Ingrams and the Northern gent, 
to give the King in his necessity, and that they might have a governor 
that would make good compositions for them, and this gott Sir Richard 
out of that government, and there did go away with him and his 
officers 800 soldjers, and, had it not been for Sir Richard himselfe, 
when his men heard that he was turned out of the government, they 
had quitted all the guards and all left the King's service: for at the 
first noyse of it many of them toare their colors in the market place; 
which was not done by his instigation, or insinuation, but out of love 
to him, and shewing their discontent. 

Mat it pleasb toub most bxcsllbnt Majbstib, 

Whereas in all humility wee came to present ourselves this day unto your 
Majestie to make our severall grevances knowne, wee find wee have drawne 
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upon us some misconstruction by the manner of it, by reason your Majestic 
thought it appeared as a mutiny ; wee shall therefore with all humblenes and 
cleemesse present unto your Majestie that wee the persons subscribed, who 
from the beginning of this unhappy warr have given such testimonyes to your 
Majestie and the world of our fidelity and zeale to your Majesties person and 
cause, doe thinke ourselves as unhappy, to lye under that censure, and, as wee 
know in our conscience ourselves innocent and free from it, wee doe in all 
humility therefore, least we should hazard ourselves upon a second misinter- 
pretation, present these reasons of our humblest desires unto your sacred 
Majestie rather in writing then personally, which are these : 

That many of us, trusted in high commands in your Majesties service, have 
not onely our commbsions taken away without any reason or cause expressed, 
whereby our honours are blemished to the world, our fortimes ruined, and wee 
rendered incapable of trust or command from any foraigne prince. But many 
others, as wee have cause to feare, designed to suffer in the same manner. 
Our intentions in our addressing ourselves to your Majestie were, and our 
submissive desires now are, that your Majestie wilbe gratiously pleased that 
such of us as now labour under the opinion of unworthinesse and incapacity to 
serve your Majestie may at a councel of warr receive knowledge of the causes 
of your Majesties displeasure, and have the justice and liberty of our defence 
against what can be objected against us, and in particular concerning this 
government. And, if upon the severest examination our integrity and loyalty 
to your Majestie shall appeare, that then your Majestie wilbe gratiously 
pleased to grant us either reparation in honour against the calumny of our 
cnemyes, or liberty to passe into other parts, which are the humblest desires of 
Your Majesties most obedient loyall subjects and servants,

Lan- 
caster, the seate of the Earle of Derby. 

Thursday, December 18. Sir William Vaughan drew out the 
horse he had with him afore, and some of Dudley and Ludlowe, 6 
or 700 foot commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Smyth, horse 5 or 
600 ; marched from Bridgnorth, and had a rendesvouz towards S. 

Friday morning came intelligence to B. that Hereford was lost. 
About a fortnight before this Sir Nicholas Throckmorton, the 
Lieutenant-Governour of Hereford, told Sir Thomas Lunsford that 
he lost Monmouth basely. Sir Thomas told him he lyed ; to fight 
they prepared, but stopt by the guards. Twas referd to six gentle- 
men, but could not end it; they were both confined. 

The Govemour and Sir Henry Linghen escaped to Ludlow. 

To make severall locks for the port, or doore, or drawing, to be 
putt on at uncertaine times. 

Beeston Castle held out, and had but one dayes provision left; 
the captaine and his company marched out with all their baggage, 
arms, match lighted, bullett in mouth, &c. Their ammunition was 
so spent that the enemy gave the soldjer many shootes of powder 
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to make the conditions good. Ita Lord Brereton told me. This 
castle was built by Banulph Earle of Chester, after his retume from 
the Holy Warr, 4. H. 3. 1220. (Holinshed p. 202 b.) 

23 of December. Lord Astleigh came to Worcester, being 
generall of these four countyes; Sir Charles Lucas with him. Lord 
Grenerall of the horse. 

Munday, December 29. Colonel Bagott with his party shutt 
the Lord Loughborough and his party out of the Close of Lich- 
field. 

Tuesday, Lord Loughborough, &c., went to Tedbury. 

Jan. 12. To Ashby from Lichfield. 

TUDBUKT. 

Munday, January 14. Those horse which were the remnant of 
Generall Gerard's army, viz., his owne life guard, commanded by 
his brother Sir Gilbert Gerard, 100. Major-Generall Egerton's, 
Colonel Whitleyes, Leiutenant*Colonel Bambrigg, Major Paramore, 
with Colonel Molesworth's, the renmant of Prince Maurice's regiment 
of horse, — Toto 300, were beate up by the forces of the garrisons 
of Stafford, Derby, Pamsley Howse, Alton Castle, Caswall, and 
Barton. Above 100 horse and 20 troopers lost, no officers. 

Friday, January 18. Leiftenant Moore, who was Leiftenant to 
Grerard's troope, went into the enemy to Derby, with twenty-four 
of those Beformades, saucie fellowes most. 

Satterday, the enemy fell into Tudbury agen, and did no hurt ; 
one of them killd. 

Satterday, Captain Wright, sent by the Lord Loughborough from 
Ashby, surprised Ashly Howse, within four myle of Coventry ; tooke 
the Gt>vemour, Hunt, thecoblar of Coventry, and his brother, and the 
rest, about ten ; all their horse were gone out; fired the howse; 'twas 
Mr. Chamberlanes howse, his son did it. Four or five dayes after, 
another party was sent from Ashby, and tooke 3 or 4 canoniers, a 
captain, and others, within four myle of Belvoir Castle. 

January . Lord Loughborough sent 300 foot, with four 
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colours, under the command of Colonel Boper, and above 100 horse 
under the command of Colonel Stamford, towards the releife of 
Chester, and the expectation of meeting Irish forces. 

Thursday, Jan. 29, came some gentlemen and about thirty troopers 
to Ashby &om Newarke, and came thorough the enemyes quarters 
that beseige that place. 

Satterday night, ult. January, about 12 of the clock, came a party 
of horse and dragoons into the towne of Ashby, plundered the 
mercers', sadlers', and suttlers' shopps, and the inns of the horses, 
especially those that came from Newarke and Tudbury with Colonel 
Egerton. 

No gentleman taken, and few or none other, though divers ky 
there in the towne ; none killd. Were gone before two of the clock, 
six muskets sallied on them. 

Tuesday, 3rd February, came intelligence to Ashby that Belvoir 
Castle was surrendered, and that the govemour for his owne security 
had articled with the enemy, and sent four hostages to Lichfeild ; he 
and his men were convoyed to Lichfeild.

Those foot and horse returned home to 
Ashby, and the party togeather were above 2000, tooke Biccardin 
[Wrockwardine] church.

Here Ijeth the bodies of Sir Henry Beaumont, Et and lady Elizabeth his 
wifet which Sir Henry was son to Nicholas Beaumont, Esq., and Elizabeth 
was daughter and heire of Lovis, Esq. by whome he had one onely son Sir 
Thomas Beaumont, Kt. who married the daughter and heire of Henry Sapcotts, 
Esq. which Sir Henry [died] 31 of March, 1607, the Lady Elizabeth 26 of 
March, 1608. 

Divers matches of this family in the east window of this yle lately 
sett up. The manor howse is lately burnt, being a garrison of the 
Parliament's.

Sir, I wish you be as free from danger as I hope wee are secure and in 
good condition here. Of your foot being received under the castle wall, I 
received them in, though I conceived I had no need of them for defence of this 
place ; yet, having I doubt not provision enough, their valour and good service 
meriting my compassion, I freely enterteynd them. I judge the enemy had a 
force that came the other way over the greene equall in number or thereaboutes 
to what you fought with. Mitton, and tlie foot, I am informed, quarter in the 
towne, and most of the horse in the country about. God blesse us all I 
Your friend and servant, William Salbsburt.
